This much is determined by the 
woman’s entertainment committee 
of the Atlanta ‘War Camp Communi- 
tty Service, of which Mrs. T. T. Ste- 
wens is chairman. This committee 
is rapidly developing a plan em- 
bracing Camp Gordon, Fort McPher- 
son, Camp Jessup, Camp Powers, 
the German prison guard and all 
transient soldiers who may be in 
the city on Christmas day. 

In most instances the celebration 
pf the day will _be made through 
huts of the Y. “4M. C. A., or Jewish 
Welfare Board in the various camps. 
Jn all of these buildings there will 
be. Christmas trees placed at the 
beginning of the holidays, which 
will stand until the entire season 
is past, serving both as a decoration 
and as a gift-bearer. 

Women Sponsor Huts. 

Sunday before Christmas will be 
observed as tree day, on which large 
foraging parties wfll go forth from 
the soldiers attached to each hut 
to secure suitable trees. These 
will then be brought back and 
placed at the disposal of the wom- 
an’s committees in charge of the 
celebration. . 

Some Atlanta woman's organiza- 
tion will sponsor each hut, for the 
War Camp Community Service. 
These organizations will assume 
charge of a definite program to be 
given at 6 p. m. on Christmas day, 
st which numbers of Atlanta wom- 
en and girls will be present and 
gifts will be distributed to all men 
assigned to the various huts. 

The gifts to be presented will be 
at the suggestion of Guy R. Hurl- 
burt, the social secretary of the 
“y”" forces at camp, very simple 
and useful. Edibles are not de- 
sired so much, since Uncle Sam 
takes excellent care of the appetites 
of his soldier boys on Christmas; 
but such things a» smokes, station- 
ery, handkerchiefs, shaving soap, 
tooth brushes, nail clips and the 
like, will serve every purpose.

GIANT AIRPLANE 
STARTS ON FLIGHT 
ENGLAND TO INDIA 


London, December 14.—A giant 
Handley-Page airplane, carrying six 
members of the royal air force, 
started from the airdrome near Ips- 
wich at 9:30 o’clock last night and 
headed across the channel for 
France on a flight to Karachi, In- 
dia, and thence to Delhi. The craft 
ran into a bank of thick fog, how- 
ever, and was compelled to make a 
landing on the French coast. 

The journey, it is announced, will 
be continued. The distance to Delhi 


is something more than 5,700 miles. ; 


This machine was originally as- 
signed to bomb Berlin. It measures 
127 feet from wing tip to wing tip, 
and weighs, with fuel and passen- 
gers about 27,000 pounds. It can 
make eighty miles an hour and can 
carry 1,200 gallons of petrol, suffi- 
cient for a flight of nearly sixteen 
hours. 

Major Archibald MacLaren and 
Captain Holley, famous as a long 
distance bombing pilot, are the pi- 
lots of the machine. 


MERCHANT IS KILLED 
N STORE BY NEGRO 


After Shooting Leftchez, As- 
sailant Flees Without Mak- 
ing Robbery Attempt. 


Aaron Leftchez, a merchant 33 
years old, who runs a grocery store 
at 284 Fort street, was shot through 
the heart and instantly killed short- 
ly before 10 o’clock Saturday night 
by an unknown negro, who fled im- 
mediately after the shooting, mak- 
ing his escape with ease. 

There were only two eye-wit- 
nesses to the shooting, both of 
whom told the police that the negro 
did not make any demand for money, 
but shot his victim down in cold 
blood. The only witnesses were 
Dora Solomon, a 13-year-old girl, 
and a small negro boy. 

The little girl stated, according 
to the police, that she and Leftchez 
were preparing to close the store, 
when a burly negro walked into the 
establishment and asked to be sold a 
small quantity of candy. Soon aft- 
erward, she said, another negro 
came inside, stood by the door fora 
few seconds, then drew a large re- 
volver from his hip-pocket, started 
toward her brother-in-law, who was 
weighing the candy, and fired in- 
stantly, without speaking a word. 

As Leftchez fell to the floor mor- 
tally wounded, the negroes ran out 
of the store and made their escape 
without attempting to rob the es- 
tablishment. The wounded man 
died within ten minutes, the bullet 
having entered his heart. The po- 
lice arrived a short time later, and 
Officers George Lee and Fred Bul- 
lard made a thorough search of the 
neighborhood, but could find no 


The coroner was notified and the 
body was left where it was found 
until the police Utdétred the under- 
takers to take charge of it. It is 
probable that an inquest will be 
held over the body today. 

The theory advanced by city de- 
tectives is that robbery might have 
been the motive of the negroes, and 
that as soon as the merchant was 
shot down they became frightened 
and ran away, in order to make sure 
of escaping. 

Fletcher Mullinax, of 426 Edge- 
wood avenue, reported to the police 
late Saturday night that he was 
held up and robbed by four negroes 
near the corner of Fort street and 
Edgewood avenue while he was on 
his way home shortly before 10 
o’clock. He stated that they se- 
cured $18.50. City detectives believe 
that two of the negroes were the 
ones who ‘re responsible for the 
death of tehetz. 

It was also reported that two ne- 
groes, who also answered the de- 
scription of those who attempted to 
rob Leftchetz, attempted to rob the 
clerk at a store at 157 Irwin street, 
but were frightened away without 
securing any loot.

TOLD T0 PREACH 
PRO-GERMANISM 


Berlin Tried to Enlist Lu- 
theran Clergy—German 
Efforts to Stir Negroes 
of South Are Detailed. 


Washington, December 14,.—The 
story of how enemy propagandists 
used German Lutheran pastors to 
preach love for the fatherland and 
devotion to its cause, and tried in 
vain to stir up negroes in the Unit- 
ed States with reports that if Ger- 
many won, part of this . country 
would be assigned exclusively to 
them, was told today to the senate 
committee investigating propagan- 
da by Captain George B. Lester, of 
the army intelligence service. The 
witness also continued his testimony 
of yesterday seeking to show “pro- 
German, anti-English and _  anti- 
American” policies of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst’s newspapers, as di- 
rected by William Bayard Hale, 
Hearst’s correspondent at Berlin, 
after breaking of relations with 


Germany. 

The hearing will be resumed 
Tuesday when several men whose 
names have been mentioned by wit- 
nesses during the inquiry, including 
Samuel Untermyer, of New Yerk, 
will be heard. 

Some German Lutheran preachers 
spread the doctrines promoted by 
the German government, both be- 
fore and after this country entered 
the war, Chptain Lester declared, 
and a few who continued these ut- 
terances after joining the army are 
now in prison. Many church lead- 
ers recognized the pro-German ten- 
dencies of the ministers, and tried 
assiduously to have them removed, 
the officer explains. | 

The effort to,stir up race trou- 
bles among American negroes fail- 
ed, said Captain Lester, but it per- 
sisted until a congress of negro 
leaders in July last formally rec- 
organized the propaganda and de- 


nounced the movement. 
One cablegram from Hale at Ber- 


lin to The New York American read 
to the committee was interpreted by 
Captain Lester as proving that the 
German government Alid not regard 
the notorious Zimmerman note, dis- 
closing a movement to involve Mex- 
ico and the United States in war, 
“as a frame-up by the British.” 
Tried to Stir Negroes. 

Describing unsuccessful efforts of 
German propagandists among Amer- 
ican negroes, the witness said word 
was passed. among the negro re- 
cruits that if Germany won and oc- 
cupied the) United States, a portion 
of the country would be turned over 
to them exclusively. 

The German propagandists’ meth- 
od of reaching negro. soldiers even 
after the United States entered the 
war became so annoying to the fed- 
eral government that a conference 
of leading negroes was called for in 
July, 1918, 
movement immediately started 
through the committee on public 
information to offset that propa- 
ganda. As a result of the work of 
that conference here the work of the 
German agents soon ceased, he said. 
"ghertly after the Washington con- 
ference of the negro leaders, Presi- 
dent Wilson issued a public state- 
ment deprecating mob violence and 
cilling on the leyalty of the negroes 
for support of this country. 

The German agents also caused 
the word to get to the negro sol- 
diers that negroes on the battlefield 
were left to die alone without at- 
tempting to save them. They were 
also informed that in Germany no 
color line was drawn and that 
blacks and whites were all consid- 
ered equal. 

Cables From Hale. 


Cablegrams from William Bayard 
Hale to The New York American 
late in 1916 and early in 1917, were 
read by Captain Lester in an effort 
to prove his assertions that Hale’s 
utterances were “pro-German, antli- 
English and anti-American.” 

Many of these messages were 
sent after the severance of diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
States and Germany through Ger- 
man wireless to the Tuckertown, 
N. J., wireless station. They sought 
to give the German attitude toward 
the United States and toward Presi- 
dent Wilson’s notes. Captain Lester 
selected them from a great pile of 
dispatches and submitted them at 
the request of Senator Wolcott. 

Referring to the Hearst papers, 
Senator Nelson inquired: “Was this 
the only American newspaper serv- 
ice which got the use of the Ger- 
man wireless?” 

“There was no other that I know 
of.” the witness replied. 

Captain Lester opened his testi{- 
mony today by referring to an at- 
tack on his statements published 
this morning bv he New York 
American and distributed by the

Germany Given Until Jan- 
uary 17 to Meet Candi- 
tions—Allies Reserve 
Right to Occupy Zone 
East of Rhine. 


Copenhagen, December 14.—The 
German armistice has been extend- 
ed until 5 o’clock on the morning 
on January 17, and the allies have 
notified Germany that they reserve 
the right to occupy the neutral zone 


east of the Rhine from the Cologne 
bridgehead to the Dutch frontier, 
according to a dispatch trom 
Treves, where the delegates of the 
various countries have been in con- 
ference, prolongation, it is 
added, will be extended until the 
conclusion of a preliminary peace, 
subject to the consent of the allied 
governments. 

The méssage states that the fol- 
lowing condition has been added on 
the armistice agreement of Novem- 
ber 11: 

“The supreme command of the al- 
lies reserve the right should it 
consider this advisable and in order 
to obtain fresh guarantees, to oc- 
cupy the neutral zone on the right 
bank of the Rhine north of the Co- 
logne bridgehead and as far as the 
Dutch frontier. Notice of this oc- 
cupation will be given six days pre- 
viously.” 

Marshal Foch, adds the dispatch, 
¢ announced in behalf of Herbert 


. Hoover, the American food ad- 
inistrator, that 2,500,000 tons of 
cargo space lying in German har- 
bors must be placed under the con- 
trol of the allies to supply Germany 
with foodstuffs. The ships are to 
remain German property.

Wounded Soldier 
Sends False Wire 


Telegraphs Wife, “Am 
Dying,” So She Would 
Hurry to Hospital and 
Prevent Doctors Cutting 
Out Chateau Thierry 
Souvenir. 


Red-Cross officials at the receiv- 
ing station at Fort McPherson were 
awakened at daybreak Thursday 
morning by a violent pounding on 
the main entrance door by a Polish 
woman, who, wringing her hands 
in distress, declared her husband, 
Z. Westeauteck, was dying at the 
hospital there. The now thorough- 
ly awakened official, touched by the 
distress of the woman, hurried her 
to the ward to which Westeauteck 
had been assigned. 

The officers in charge were 
aroused and after due explanations 
had been made to the occupants of 
the adjoining wards who complained 
at the disturbance; they were at 
last admitted to the ward where 
Westeauteck was supposed to be 
dying. The trembling little foreign 
woman rushed to the cot, but start- 
ed back in terror when she found 
that it was empty. A glance around 
the room revealed Westeauteck sit- 
ting in the corner whittling, and 
looking anything but a dying man, 

“What in the h—11?” asked the 
exasperated Red Cross official. The 
little woman, however, grasped the 
situation and did not stop to ask 
question, but was soon crooning 
over the big soldier, telling him in 
a mixture of Polish and broken Eng- 
lish how glad she was that he was 
not dead like “they telegrammed” 
her. A little bit of cnumpled yellow 
paper had fallen from her hand and 
the Red Cross official picked it up 
and read the following message: 
“Am dying; come at once.” 

After much questioning and much 
deliberation on the part of the Pol- 
ish soldier the mystery was solved. 
The Pole had been informed by the 
doctor that he would have to un- 
dergo an operation for the purpose 
of removing a piece of shrapnel 
lodged in his back since the battle 
of Chateau-Thierry, and, having an 
innate fear of operations he who had 
braved a storm of German shells on 
the front, had sent the telegram to 
his wife, hoping that her immediate 
arrival and influence on the doc- 
tors would prevent the operation 
being performed. 

Disgusted and angry, the official 
stamped out of the ward, but the 
little woman who had come 80 many 
miles to see her husband die was 
so glad to find him with just a picce 
of shrapnel in his back that she for-

DEMOBILZATION 
GAINING SPEED 


1 ,700,000 
Men in Home Camps 
Designated for Early 
Discharge —S ome Re- 
turning From Overseas. 


Washington, December 14.—De- 
mobilization of the military forces 
at home is gaining in momentum, 
General March, chief of staff, an- 


nounced today, with approximately |}. 


half of the 1,700,000 men in the home 
camps on November 11 specifically 
designated for early discharge. 

Reports to the war department, 
General March said, indicate a rate 
of discharge of about 15,000 men 
a day, which will be doubled when 
demobilization is in full progress. 
The list of designated troops as 
given out by the chief of staff shows 
that of the combat divisions, which 
are to be demobilized last, 15,000 
men already have been selected for 
early discharge. 

In addition to the figures for the 
troops at home, General Maich said 
that 5,653, officers and 135,362 men 
of the expeditionary forces up to 
December 12, had been designated 
for return, and of these 1,373 offi- 
cers and 30,750 men already have 
sailed for home. 

For Release at Home, 

The troops designated for release 
from camps in the United States 
now total 824,000 men in addition 
to 17,203 officers already discharged, 
and embrace the following classes: 
Depot brigades, development battal- 
ions and replacement units, 452,000 
industrial furloughs, 18,000: divi- 
sion troops, 15,000; corps and army 
troops, 42,000; Coast artillery, 38,000; 
engineers, 42,000: Medical corps, 
3,000; ordnance, 4,000; quartermas- 
ter, 6,000; United States guards, 26,- 
000; military aeronautics, 13,000; 
spruce production section, 320,000. 
tank corps, 7,000; chemical warfare, 
7,000; coal miners, 6,000; special 
service units, 10,000; Student Army 
Training corps, 160,000; officers’ 
training schools, 30,000; troops at- 
tached to local boards, 3,000, and 
Porto Rico troops, 12,000.

Paris President Wilson 
Says Making of Peace 
and Creation of League 
Must Go Together. 


AMERICA IN THE WAR 
TO GET LASTING PEACE 


Geese 


President Wilson Stated 
His Attitude in Replying 
to President Poincare’s 
Address of Welcome and 
in Responding to Greet- 
ing of Socialists. 


Paris, December 14.—In two 
speeches today President Wilson re- 
affirmed that the making of peace 
and the creation of a league of na- 
tions must be accomplished as one 
single objective. 

Responding to the welcome of 
President Poincare at the luncheon 
given in his honor, President Wil- 
son declared that winning the war 
was not alone enough, but that the 
people of the United States had en- 
tered it with the object of making 
the peace a permanent peace for 
the world. 

Responding to the greeting of so- 
cialist delegation the president re- 
iterated that the war had been the 
peoples war and that the defeat 
of military autocracy was not suf- 
ficient to the fulfilling of its ob- 
jects. He again declared that the 
co-operation of the nations form,:the 
security of the peace to be made 
was wholly necessary. 

Wilson to Poincnare. 

In responding to President Poin- 
care’s address President Wilson 
spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President: I am deeply in- 
debted to you for your. gracious 
meeting. It is very delightful to 
find myself in France and to feel 


the quick contact of sympathy and 
unaffected friendship between ie 
representatives of the United States 
and the representatives of France.

without the certainty of just pun- 
ishment. 
- “Tt know with what ardor and en- 
thusiasm the soldiers and sailors of 
the United States have given the 
best that was in them in this war of 
redemption. They have expressed 
the true spirit of America. They be- 
lieve their ideals to be acceptable to 
free peoples everywhere, and are re- 
joiced to have played the part they 
have played in giving reality to 
these ideals in co-operation with 
the armies of the allies. We are 
proud of the part they have played 
and we are happy that they should 
have been associated with such 
comrades in a common cause. 


Franee and United States. 

“Tt is with peculiar feeling, Mr. 
President, that I find myself in 
France joining with you in rejoicing 
over the victory that has been won. 
The ties that bind France and the 
United States are peculiarly close. I 
do not know in’ what other comrade- 
ship we could have fought with 
more zest or enthusiasm. It will 
daily be a matter of pleasure with 
me to be brought into consultation 
with the statesmen of France and 
her allies in concerting the meas- 
ures by which we may secure per- 
manence for these happy relations 
of friendship and co-operation, and 
secure for the world at large such 
safety and freedom in its life as 
can be secured only by the constant 
association and co-operation of 
friends. 

“I greet you not only with deep 
personal respect, but as the repre- 
sentative of the great people of 
France, and beg to bring you the 
greetings of another great people 
to whom the fortunes of Franec are 
of profound and lasting interest. 

“IT raise my giass to the health of 
president of the French repudlic and 
to Madame Poincare and the pros- 
perity of France.” 


Potneare to Wilson. 


In his address to President Wilson, 
President Poincare said: 

“Mr. President: Paris and France 
awaited you with impatience. They 
were eager to acclaim in you the 
illustrious democrat whose words 
and deeds were inspired by exalted 
thought; the philosopher delighting 
in the solution of universal laws 
from particular events; the eminent 
statesman who had found a way to 
express the highest political and 
moral truths in formulas which bear 
the stamp of immortality. 

“They had also a passionate desire 
to offer thanks, in your person, to 
the great republic of which you are 
the chief, for the invaluable assist- 
ance which had been given sponta- 
neously, during this war, to the de- 
fenders of right and liberty. 

“Even before America had re- 
solved to intervene in the struggle 
she had shown to the wounded and 
the orphans of France a solicitude 
and a generosity the memory of 
which will always be enshrined in 
our hearts. The liberality of your 
Red Cross, the countless gifts of 
your fellow citizens, the inspiring 
initiative of American women, antic- 
ipated your military and naval ac- 
tion and showed the world to which 
side your sympathies inclined. And 
on the day when you flung your- 
selves into the battle, with what 
determination your great people and 
yourself prepared for united success! 

“Some months ago you cabled to 
me that the United States would 
send ever increasing forces until 
the day should be reached on which 
the allied armies were able to sub- 
merge the enemy under an over- 
whelming flow of new divisions and 
in effect for more than a year a 
steady stream of youth and energy

your gallant battalions fired by 

their chief, General Pershing, one 
themselves into the combat wi 
such 2 manly contempt of danger, 
such a smiling disregard of death, 
that our longer experience of this 
terrible war often moved us to 
counsel prudence. They drought 
with them in arriving here the en- 
thusiasm of crusaders leaving for 
the Holy Land. 

“It is their right today to look 
with pridé upon the work accom- 
plished and rest assured that they 
have powerfully aided by their cour- 
age and their faith. 

“Kager as they were to meet the 
enemy they did not know when 
they arrived the enormity of his 
crimes. That they might know how 
the German armies make war it 
has been necessary that they see 
towns systematically burned down, 
mines flooded, factories reduced to 
ashes, orchards devastated, cathe- 
drals shelled and fired—ali that 
deliberate savagery aimed to destroy 
natural wealth, nature and beauty, 
which the imagination could not 
conceive at a distance from the men 
and things that have endured it 
and today bear witness to it. 

“In your turn, Mr. President, you 
will be able to measure with your 
own eyes the extent of these dis- 
asters, and the French government 
will make known to you the au- 
thentic documents in which the 
German general staff developed with 
astounding cynicism its program of 
pillage and industrial annihilation. 
your noble conscience will pronounce 
a verdict on these facts. 

“Should this guilt remain unpun- 
ished, could it be renewed, the most 
splendid victories would be in vain. 


France Bled at Every Vein. 


“Mr. President, France has strug- 
gled, has endured and has suffered 
during four page Sag nip she has bled 
at every vein; she has lost the best 
of her children; she mourns for her 
youth. She yearns now, even as 
you do, for a peace of justice and 
security. 

“It was not that she might be 
exposed once again to aggression 
that she submitted to such sacrifices. 
Nor was it in order that criminals 
should go unpunished; that they 
might lift their heads again to make 
ready for new crimes, that under 
your strong leadership America 
armed herself and crossed the ocean, 

“Faithful to the memory of La- 
favette and Rochambeau, she came 
to the’aid of France because France 
herself was faithful to her tradi- 
tions. Our common ideals have tri- 
umphed. ‘Together we have de- 
fended the vital principles of free 
nations. 

‘Now, we must build together 
such a neace as will forbid the de- 
liberate and hypocrital renewing of 
an organism aiming at conquest and 
oppression. 

“Peace must make amends for the 
miserv and sadness of vesterday and 
it must be a guarantee against the 
dangers of tomorrow. The associa- 
tion which has been formed for the 
purpose of war between the United 
States and the allies, and which 
contains the seed of the permanent 
institutions of which you have 
spoken so eloquently. will find from 
this day forward a clear and profit- 
able employment in the concerted 
search for equitable decisions, and 
in the mutual support which we need 
if ts are to make our rights pre- 
vail.

TO SOCIALISTS, 

Paris, December 14.—President 
Wilson addressed a socialist delega- 
tion which called on him today. The 
president said: 

“Gentlemeh: I received with great

st read to me. The war through 
which we have just passed has ijlus- 
trated in a way which never can 
be forgotten the extraordinary 
wrongs which can be perpetrated by 
arbitrary and irresponsible power. 

“It is not possible to secure the 
happiness and rosperity of the 
world, to establish an enduring 
peace, unless the repetition of such 
wrongs is rendered impossible. This 
has, indeed, been a people’s war. It 
has been waged against absolutism 
and militarism, and these enemies 
of liberty must from this time forth 
be shut out from the possibility of 
working their cruel will upon man- 
kind. In my judgment it is not 
sufficient to establish this principle, 
It is necessary that it should be sup- 
ported by a co-operation of the na- 
tions which shall be based upon 
fixed and definitive covenants and 
which shall be made certain of ef- 
fective action through the 
mentality of a league of nations. I 
believe this to be the conviction of 
all thoughtful and lfberal men. 

‘T am confident that this 
thought of those who lead your own 
great nation, and I am looking for- 
ward with peculiar pleasure to co- 
operating with them in securing 
guarantees of a lasting peace of jus- 
tice and right dealing, which shall 
justify the sacrifices of this war 
and cause men to look back upon 
those sacrifices as the dramatic and 
final processes of their emancipa- 
tion.” 


PHONETIC WRITING 
APOPTED BY CHINA 


New Haven, Conn., December 14.— 
China has adopted a system of pho- 
netic writing which is expected to 
revolutionize elementary education 
of that nation and reduce existing 
illiteracy. it was announced here 
today by Edwin C. Lobensteine, who 
has been in conference with the 
Yale-in-China home office. The sys- 
tem, invented by the Chinese them- 
selves, consists of only thirty-nine 
symbols, Any sound in the language 
can be represented by combining 
two or at the most three of these 
symbols, and experiments made with 
hundreds of individuals have con- 
clusively shown that an adult illit- 
erate man or weman can learn to 
read by the use of a system of this 
kind in three or four weeks. It 
now is being taught in all the gov- 
ernment higher normal schools in 
the country. 

In connection with the announce- 
ment it is pointed out that as nine- 
tenths of the Chiese are illiterate 
the republican government cannot 
expect to succeed until the masses 
are informed of events through the 
reading of books and newspapers.

Work Will Be Resumed 
at Oakland City Monday 
Morning—Will Provide 
Funds for Spring Street 
School. 


The loan of $600, which it is un- 
derstood has been offered the board 
of education by A. P. Morgan and 
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I. N. Ragsdale, with which to come. | 


plete the work at the Oakland City 
school building, has been made, ac- 
cording to a statement by S. B. Tur- 
man, member-elect of the board of 
education, and the workmen will re- 
sume their labors Monday morning 
on the tenth ward school house. 

It is also understood that funds 
will be provided. to continue the 
work on Spring Street school, which 
is also in course of construction, 
and on which work was stopped be- 
cause ofa lack of funds to meet the 
pay roll. Moreland school, which 
is said to be ready for its roof, the 
material for which is on the 
grounds, and which was also held 
up because of lack of money for 
pay rolls, will stand as it is fora 
while, as it is understood that no 
provision has been made for secur- 
ing money with which to continue 
the construction on this building; 

The plan by which the money was 
secured for completing the Oakland 
City school, and continuing the work 
on the Spring street building. in- 
cluded a tentative agreement upon 


the part of the new board of educa- 
tion “to take care of’ those who 
provided the money after the first 
of the year. However, no contract 
was entered into to that effect, ac- 
cording to a member of the new 
board. 

The Oakland City school, which 
has been in course of construction 
since September, and which will be 
one of the finest school buildings 
in the city, has been so nearly com- 
pleted that with about $600 for pay 
rolls the school house can be put 
in shape to accommodate the chil- 
dren of that section of the tenth 
ward who are now attending classes 
in the basement and in the galleries 
of the Oakland City Baptist church. 
These accommodations are not ade- 
quate, as two sessions of school are 
necessary, one in the forenoon and 
another in the afternoon, in order 
to give the children of the Oakland 
City school their work. In addition 
to this a. number of pupils, those 
attending the seventh grade, are 
forced to go to Lee and Adair schools 
because of the lack of room in the 
church. 

Another objection to the use of 
the church is that the heating facili- 
ties are not sufficient, and the chil- 
dren have not the necessary toilet 
arrangements. 

The church people are also becom- 
ing impatient over the continued 
use of the building for school pur- 
poses, and will present the city with 
a bill for rent, it is declared, 
amounting to $100 a month. The 
building was at first offered free 
to the city, but it was thought that 
it would only be used a few weeks. 

To complete the Oakland City 
building about $10,000 will be re- 
quired, according to figures given 


this amount about $3,500 *will be 
need to install the ventilating pliant, 
which is an adjunct to the heating 
plant that is now in operation; $2,000 
will be required for sash and doors, 
$1,250 for plumbing and hardware 
and $2,500 for labor. 

The building can be put in shape 
for eaccupancy by the first of Jamn- 
uary if the laborers get to work 
again Monday morning and work 
through the holidays, but the school 
house will not be entirely completed 
until the first of February. 


AGRICULTURAL AGENT 
MAKES FINE REPORT 


Annual report of T. G. Chastain, 
Fulton county agricultural agent, 
which he made to the federal de- 
partment of agriculture on Satur- 
day, shows unprecedented activities 
along agricultural lines, and in the 
production of hogs and cattle in 
Fulton county. 

Statistics disclose the fact that 
the county agents under govern- 
ment supervision have done more 
for the south in the production of 
diversified crops and the breeding 
of live stock, through the medium 
of clubs, than any other agency. 

The increase in the value of pigs 
owned by club members in Fulton 
county alone for the past year is 
over 100 per cent. 

A complete record of the live 
stock owned by every member of 
the clubs in the county has been 
kept at the county office. 

During the year 1918, the records 
show that a total number of 4,676 
visits were made by county agents 
in Fulton county. These visits were 
made to demonstrators, business 
men, farmers, club plats and to 
schools. A total number of 21,442 


'miles were traveled to accomplish 
| this; 4,813 conferences were held 


during the year by the agent of his 
assistants, while 16,018 letters were 
sent out by the department. 

The Fulton County Boys’ Pig club 
shows a membership of 294 for the 
year. Of this number, 175 reported 
regularly to the department. These 
boys raised 274 pure-bred pigs, with 
a total weight of 56,900 pounds.

uestion from A. J. B.: The motor 
in my Buick car does not have the 
valves placed as those shown in the 
engine in your first lesson. They 
call my engine a valve in the head 
engine. Could you explain its ac- 
tion to me? 

Question from F. B. P.: My engine 
has not got valves on both sides, 
they are all on one side. Is the 
action the same as the engine you 
showed? 


Answer: For convenience, when I 


‘explained the cycle and valve action 


of the engine, I used what is known 
as a T-head motor: that is, one in 
which the valves are placed on oppo- 
site sides of the cylinder. Figure 1

Both the T and L-head motors 
have their advantages and disad- 
vantages. The T-head motor can 
have larger valves, and these valves 
will usually be more accessible. It 
is, however, more expensive to build. 
and has more parts, as it will have 
to have two cam shafts and two 
half-time gears. It is, naturally, a 
heavy motor. 

The L-head will require only one

car shaft and gear, and has the 
added advantage of having the ex- 
haust manifold near the inlet mani- 
fold. so that the heat of the exhaust 
will tend to heat the inlet mani- 
fold. and so help prevent the con- 
densation of the gas in the mixture. 
The size of the valves, however, 
is limited, and are liable to be less 
accessible. 

The overhead-valve engine, has 
the valves placed on top, or in the 
head of the cylinders. In both the 
T and L-head motors the valves are 
opened by being pushed up against 
the spring. but in the overhead en- 
gine, they are opened by being 
pushed down, The cam shaft is the 
same, but between the valve lifter 
and the valve a Push Rod and 
Rocker Arm are placed. 

Figure 3 shows the overhead, or 
valve-in- the-head motor. D is the 
valve lifter guide, A the valve lifter 
(these parts vou will notice are the 
same in the T and L-head motors), 
and B is the push rod, which rests 
in a hollow on the valve lifter, while 
C is the rocker arm, and E the valve 
stem. 

You will note that as A is raised, 
B also is raised and that, because of 
the rock-arm action, the valve stem 
and, therefore, valve is pushed 
down and so the valve is opened. 


the valve is contained in 
cage, as is shown in figures 4 and 5. 
This valve cage is simply a castiron 
cylinder having a hole in the side, 
and one in the bottom, which is 
closed bygthe valve. These valve 
cages fit Snuely in holes bored in 
the head of, the cylinders, each cyl- 
inder having an inlet valve and cage 
and an exhaust valve and cage. 

By referring to figure 6 you will 
note that this represents a cross sec- 
tion of the head of a single cylinder. 
The hatched (lined) rings U and V 
represent the valve cages, while R 
and S are the holes in their bottom. 
As the piston travels downward on 
the suction stroke, due to the action 
of the cam, push rod and rocker 
arm, the valve will open the hole §S, 
and the mixture will come in 
through the inlet manifold, passage 
L, hole O in the side of the cage, 
and then down into the cylinder 
On the compression and 
power stroke the valves’ will be 
closed, but on the exhaust stroke 
the exhaust valve will be pushed 
down, thus opening R, and the burn- 
ed gases will come up and out of 
the cylinder through R, then through 
the hole P, passage M. and so out 
through the exhaust manifold. 

When the valves are to be ground, 
the entire cage valve and valve 
spring are removed assembled. This 
is done by removing the rocker arm, 
and the large nut which holds the 
cage in place, and then inserting the

Valve Grinding. 

Question by S. R. F.: You have 
mentioned the great importance of 
having the valves ground. Can this 
be done by the ordinary owner, and, 
if so, how is it done? 

Answer: Valve-grinding is not a 
difficult job, and I think it would be 
well for every owner to know how 
to do it. Many will find it a reciea- 
tion. I give the way to do thisina 
series of steps. 

First—Get a new set of gaskets to 
put under the valve caps, also some 
grinding: compound, such, as for ex- 
ample, Clover Leaf or Old Dutch, 
and a valve-spring lifter. 

Second—Remove spark plugs, 
compression cocks and valve caps. 


Third—Scratch the carbon off one | 


of the valves and note if it is num- 
bered. If not, number the valves by 
making center-punch marks on 
them. 

Fourth—Remove the 
follows: With the valve-spring 
lifter press up the spring. As you 
do this the valve will probably also 
raise, if not, raise it with a screw- 
driver. Insert a fine wire under the 
valve head. Force down the valve 
and remove the key. Let down the 
spring and remove the valve-spring 
tool. With the wire pull out the 
valve. Remove the spring. If you 
do the above, as given, you will find 
it comparatively easy, otherwise 
you may find getting the valve out 
a tedious task. 

Fifth—Clean the carbon off all of 
the valves, but do not touch the 
valve seats. (The valve seat is the 
portion against which the valves 
rests in the cylinder.) 

Sixth—Put ‘a very thin coat of 
the compound on the valve, replace 
it, and with a screwdriver revolve 
the valve back and forth, raising it 
and giving it a half turn about ev- 
erv tenth oscillatino. Periodically 
remove the valve and see if the lit- 
tle holes (pits) have disappeared. 
When they have disappared, or a 
fine bright ring appears, the valve 
is properly ground. 

Seventh—Reassemble the _ parts. 
Hints: Always, when assembling, 
put a little graphite on threaded 
parts subject to heat, so as to. keep 
the threads from fusing together. 

A mixture of graphite and brown 
shellac placed on the threads of the 
valve caps will help to make them 
tight, but this must not be put on 
the spark-plug threads. 

After grinding the valves will 
usually require to be readjusted. 

When grinding or adjusting be 
sure that the valve lifter 15 fully 
down and not resting on any _ por- 
tion of the offset of the cam. If so,

PANTHERS TO LOSE 
FIGHT REGULARS 


Yet Pittsburg Is Planning 


a Strenuous Schedule for 
the 1919 Football Sea- 
son. 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 14.— 
(Special.)—-The football season of 
1918 is history now, and it will 
be remembered in Pennsylvania 
especially, as a one-month season. 
Although the campaign was the 
shortest in the history of football, 
the University of Pittsburg was 
able to develop a team under Coach 
Glenn S. Warner that compared fa- 
vorably with the elevens of the past 
four or five years at any of the 
larger institutions of learning. 

From some comments by eastern 
writers, one might infer that vitt’s 
inability tb accept every challenge 
or game proposed is indicative of 
a desire to avoid hard games. This 
intimation is an injustice to Pitt. 
One eastern writer asks the ques- 
tion: “Did you. ever hear of Pitt 
wanting to meet Yale, Harvard or 
Princeton?” 

Pitt has not been able to secure 
a place on the schedule of any mem- 
ber of the “Big Three,” but through 
no fault of her own, for she has 
asked for games and in each in- 
stance was informed that previous- 
ly arranged contests made it im- 
possible to meet the Panthers. 


Lose EKight Regulars. 


With the outlook somewhat dark 

for next season, the University of 
Pittsburg is again ready to try to 
secure a place on the schedule of 
Yale, Harvard or Princeton. Eight 
regulars and six first-string sub- 
Stitutes will be tost from \Yhe uni- 
— team of 1918 by gradua- 
ion, . 
The eight regulars are Captain 
McLaren, the greatest fullback Pitt 
ever had and one of the best any 
college ever produced; Easterday 
and Gougler, stars in the back- 
field, and Stahl, Allshouse, Har- 
rington, McCarter and Hilty in the 
line. These players were enrolled 
in the various professional schools 
of the university, and remajhed in 
college in the reserve branches of 
the service and the Students’ Army 
Training corps. 

All of them wanted to se@ active 
service and endeavored to enlist in 
various branches of the service, but 
were ordered by Uncle Sam to re- 
main in school. 


To Have Good Schedule. 


Pitt will attempt to arrange as 
hard a schedule as ever, and a fair- 
minded critic will admit that usually 
the majority of games on a Pittsburg 
program are hard contests, so much 
so that it is a rather difficult task 
for the coach to “point” the team 
for a climax. 

For instance, this year’s sched- 
ule, as originally arranged, con- 
tained games with such rivals as 
the Universities of West Virginia, 
Lehigh university, Syracuse univer+ 
sity, University of Pennsylvania, 
Washington and Jefferson college, 
Carnegie Institute of Technology 
and Pennsylvania State. 

The Pittsburg management is 
awake to the fact that next year 
Should be the banner season in 
football, so far as interest in the 
sport is concerned, and, although 
the material at hand suggests an 
uphill fight, the Panther’ schedule 
will compare favorably with that 
of any other year. One, and prob- 
ably two, trips wit: be permitted 
by the university authorities and 
the remainder of the schedule will 
be played at Forbes field. if a 
game with any one of the “Big 
Three” can be arranged, it will be 
scheduled, if possible, as a local at- 
traction. However, if that is im- 
possible, the Panthers will consent 
to a journey to Cambridge, New 
Haven or Princeton. 

Feotball Titles. 


If the annual talk about football 
championships could be eliminated, 
Pitt men argue it wuuld be a good 
thing for the Collexe pastime. Ev- 
ery college: coach likes to have his 
schedule arranged so that he can 
“point” his team for a certain game, 
or, in other words, have his players 
reach the climax of their prepara- 
tion and playing ability for that 
contest. 

For this reason, teams that are 
compelled to reach _their highest ef- 
ficiency early in November might 
be sadly below fofm two weeks 
later at a time when public senti- 
ment might be clamoring for a 
game which the critics might class 
as one that would decide the col- 
lege championship. Sectional cham- 
be fairly well de- 
termined between teams that play 
a somewhat similar schedule, but 
national championships in college 
football should be forgotten.

“Some of the bravest men on the | 


front came from Georgia” is the 
deciaration of Clarence McKee, of 
Tennessee, who served in a company 
of the Second division under Cap- 
tain Overton, of Union Point, Ga., 
one of the gallant leaders who help- 
ed lead the offense in which the 
marines covered themselves with 


glory in the famous battle at Bel- 
leau wood. McKee fought by the 


side of Private W. Glenn, of Geor- 


gia, and was closely associated 
with Private Eschew, who also 
came from this state. 

McKee is one of the twelve ma- 
rines who have recently arrived at 
the base hospital at Fort McPher- 
° e says that the French 
speak of Bois de Belleau no more, 
but that vicinity is now known in 
France as “Bois des Marines.” 

He crossed over in September, 
1917, and served on the Alsace- 
Lorraine front, Toul sector, and, 
after following Captain Overton 
through the thickest of the fight at 
Belleau wood, was disabled by a 
high-explosive while waiting for 
the German counter attack. He said 
the last words he heard as he was 
borne from the front was the com- 
mand from Captain Overton to the 
stretcher bearers, “Take care of this 
boy, who has helped to win this 
fight.” 


‘Sneezing Powders.” 


He tells how the Germans used 
“sneezing powders” on.the Lorraine 
front and forced the Americans to 
remove their gas masks, and as a 
result they lost 250 men out of one 
regiment. 

In connection with the great 
achievement of the marines at Bel- 
leau wood, he tells the following 
story:

Get the Machinery Under Cover, 

Though the fall weather has been 
fne and frosts have held off until 
an unheard of date and rains have 
been light and few, it is now high 
time for bad weather to set in and 
we are likely to have many days of 
verv unfavorable weather before 
spring work begins. All the plows 
and harrows. mowers and rakes, 
Lav balers and machinery of every 
kind should be put under shelter 
until needed. Because of the vast 
aomunt of iron and steel needed in 
making apparatus and-munitions of 
war there was a curtailment in the 
amount of iron and steel needed in 
making of farm implements and 
machinery. This, with the increased 
cost of labor, contributed to a great! 
increase in the price of farm ma-| 
chinery. It has resulted, too, no 
doubt in a curtailment of the supply 
of implements, and it may be that 
old worn-out machines will in some 
cases be very hard to replace; in 
any case they will not be replaced 
at prices anywhere near the price 
for which they were § formerly 
bought. It behooves one then to 
take the best of care of his farm 
tools—just as he would of his auto- 
mobile. 


PRICE AND USE OF 
IN 1919. 


The soil improvement committee 
of the Southern Fertilizer associa- 
tion send out a letter calling at- 
tention to the fact that prices of 
cotton seed meal, sulphate of am- 
nitrate of soda, sulphuric 
acid and burlap are controlled by 
the government. Spring fertilizers 
were purchased in the fall at gov- 
ernment prices. If the government 
adheres to its policy of stabilizing 
a market until materials bought at 
fixed prices are consumed, the prices 
of fertilizers will remain high for 
the time being. Then, the man who 
bought at such fixed price must in 
justice be protected and the farmer 
must be assured of a good price for 
the crop which he raises on such a 
basis. Price of oc@tton is assured 
because of the world’s need, and 
price of wheat because fixed by 
law; also, there is reasonable as- 
surance of good price for vegetable 
oils and fat-producing animals be- 
cause of fat shortage in Europe. 

If fertilizers for, spring use are 
higher than the pre-war prices, it 
is alsc quite certain that they can 
be used liberally, for the price has 
not gone up, as a rule, as much as 
the price of the crops; nor is there 
any indication that the southern 
farmer is going to experience cor- 
respondingly low prices for his 
products for some time to come. 

The farmer should use as much 
fertilizer then as will bring him 
the maximum profits, and no more. 
Just what this amount will be, of 
course, must be decided by the re- 
sult of his previous experience and 
that ofshis neighbors on soils of 
similar type and management, and 
according to the crop which he is 
srowing. Tn nearly every neighbor- 
hood there is a variation in the 
practice of fertilizing and manner 
of producing a crop, and the dif- 
ference in result is often very strik-

New York, December 14.—The cot- 
ton woods trade in the primary divi- 
sion is still marking time awaiting 
the clearing away of many uncer- 
tainties affecting general business.

Steel the Main Object. 
Sudden Change Marked 


the Week in Stocks. | 


New York, December 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A most interesting war is 
now being waged on the stock ex- 
change floor between the bulls and 
the bears in the common shares of 
the United States Steel corporation. 
Such struggles invariably start over 
a difference of opinion among large 
stock exchange operators on some 
subject of vital importance to busi- 
ness men in general. _In the present 
instance the clash is over how far 
prices of all commodities will de- 
cline during the period of readjust- 
ment from a war to a peace basis. 
Believing that the decline in the 
prices of finished steel products will 
be so gevere that first the earning 
power and then the dividend policy 
of the steel corporation will be af- 
fected, the bears have sold steel 
common short. On the other side 
are the bulls, who believe that the

Bulls and Bearst 


To many the Wall street terms, 
bulls and bears, are confusing. A 
bull is a trader who believes the 
price of a stock is too low, and he 
buys expecting the price to advance 
and thus show him a profit. A bear 
thinks the price of a stock is too 
high, and he sells expecting the price 
to decline and thus show him a 


profit. 

A bull is always “long” of the 
market. He puts up, say, $2,000 with 
his broker as a 20-point margin on, 
say, 100 shares of steel common, 
which at $100 a share calls for an 
outlay of $10,000. The broker puts 
up the additional $8,000 needed to 
carry the stock, charging interest. 
If the price of steel common should 
advance to, say, 110, the trader could 
sell out at a profit of 10 points, or 
$1,000, less the $1214. commission 
each way for buying and selling and 
interest on the $8,000. 

To sell short, say 100 shares of 
Steel common at 100, a bear putting 


stock from some stock exchange firm 


$10,000. A bear has no interest to 
pay. If the price of Steel common 
should then drop to, say, 90, the bear 
who is short at 100 gets his broker 
to buy in 100 shares on the stock ex- 
change floor at 90, returning the 
same to the individual from whom 
were borrowed. The transac- 
tion is then closed at a profit of 10 
points, or $1,000, less $12.50 com- 
mission. 
Talk of Cancellations. 

Ou Monday, Novemer 11, the day 
the armistice was signed, the stock 
exchange was closed.

103. That price compared with 
116%, the high level for the year, 
touched on August 28, and 86%, the 
low for 1918, made on March 25, or 
shortly after the German army be- 
Zan its drive on the western front. 
With the armistice signed, Wall 
street immediately began to talk 
war-order cancellations. The steel 
industry being the center of the 
war-order business, and United 
States Steel common being the 
leader of the steel shares, traders 
picked that stock to back their views 
as to how far the general trade re- 
adjustment would go. The bulls 
bought Steel common immediately 
after the armistice was signed, ex- 
pecting that peace-time orders 
Placed for reconstruction purposes 
would quickly end .he readjustment 
period. The bears at the same time 
sold Steel commo nshort, expecting 
the readjustm nt period to be severe. 

As Steel common declined from 103 
on November 9 to 94 during the week 
ending November 30, and to 94% 
last week, the bears won the first 
battle. This ‘week, however, there 
has been a decided change in Wall 
Street sentiment. Fear over the 
outcome of the readjustment period 
began to diminish.

Those who hold this view | 
base their opinions on the prospect | 
of easier money conditions, due to | 
the release of funds now being used 
in crop moving or the financing of | 
war work. Practically, it is quite| 
conceivable that the bank reserves | 
will increase after the first of the. 
year to a much greater extent than | 
now anticipated. In this event it 
is logical to conclude that the money | 
committee will not insist upon busi- | 
ness getting along with an abnor- | 
mally small credit allowance. But. 
in the meantime the restrictions are | 
still in effect and they continue to | 
exercise their restraint on the mar- 
ket. 

An event of great importance and 
interest to the trading public this 
week was the stock exchange ruling 
on stop orders. It is another step 
toward the eliminaation of ques- 
tionable trading practices on the 
floor of the exchange. The ruling 
is as follows: 

“That the offering in a public 
manner (1), to buy or sell securi- 
ties on stop, above or below the 
market, or (2), to buy or sell se- 
curities ‘at the close’ is forbidden. 
Any member who shall violate this 
resolution may be fined by the com- 
mittee of arrangements in a sum not 
exceeding $50, or may be reported 
to the governing committee, who 
may suspend him for a period not 
exceeding 60 days.” 

This resolution will prevent brok- 
ers on the floor from disclosing to 
their fellow traders what orders 
they have from customers, either 
below or above the market. 

For instance, a customer might 
buy steel at par, and in order to 
protect himself from a heavy loss, 
put in a stop at 98. That would 
mean that the customer’s_ steel 
would be sold if the price went as 
low as 98. 

Many Deliberate Ralds. 

In many cases there have been 
deliberate raids by traders, who 
knew there was a large stop in 
some stock, a short distance below 
its price. As soon as the price has 
been driven down to the point to 
eatch the stop, the traders buy it 
quickly and let the market go back 
to its former level. 

The same thing has frequently 
happened where stocks were sold 
short a few points above the market. 

The resolutions, as adopted, will 
make it safe for customers now to 
put stops in just below the market, 
without the danger of floor traders 
going “gunning’”’ to catch the stops. 

Cotton broke this week on the 
publication of teh final estimate of 
the crop, which places it at 11,700,- 
000 #«bales, exclusive of linters, 
against an actual crop of 11,511,000 
bales last year. While bearish on 
the cotton market, this report was 
a cheering element in the general 
news, especially when taken in con- 
nection with the department of agri- 
culture report on cereal crops. The 
latter showed that, on the basis of 
prices paid to farmers December Il, 
the total value of the nation’s prin- 
cipal farm crops was $12,272,412,000, 
the highest in history. 

Most of .the crops were larger 
than the five-year average and some 
of them established records, partic- 
ularly epring wheat, barley, rye and 
tobacco. Corn, however, fell below 
the average. The December esti- 
mates place the crop at 165,384.000 
bushels less than the forecast in No- 
vember, or almost half a million less 
than last year’s record crop. 


The Market Outlook. 

For the speculative market out- 
look it may be said that the imme- 
diate future price movements will 
probably continte to be influenced 
by the uncertainties of the read- 
justment problems just ahead and 
although the long range prospects 
for American business-and com- 
merce may be rosier than ever be- 
fore, the buyer of stocks would be 
much better off if he waits until a 
clearer view may be obtained of this 
period directly ahead,

view, after commenting at length on 
the optimistic general outlook fora 
heavy world demand for our manu- 
factured products and raw mate- 
rials, says:

When everv white 
man able to carry a musket was 
called to the front in defense of his 
home, it was to your people that he 
consigned the care of all that he 
held most dear, and his fina] words 
to them, “take care of my wife and 
children until I get back home,” was 
spoken in a confidence born of that 
close and affectionate association of 
a life time. They knew they would 
be safe, if brave and faithfu] hearts 
could save them. That there was no 
single instance of a betrayal of this 
sacred trust is the noble record of a 
people strong in faithful loyalty.” 

A distinguished speaker of the 
flag-raising ceremony was Major 
Charles Samuel Black, morale offi- 
cer of Camp Gordon. Major Black 
accepted the hostess house for the 
colored soldiers, saying in an im- 
pressive speech, that he admired 
their soldierly qualities and that he 
would suffer disappointment in 
them if they did not stand faithfully 
by their officers during their period 
of laborious work in releasing the 
soldiers from the army. Major Black 
begged the colored soldiers when they 
returned to their homes to carry 
with them the splendid lessons which 
their experience in army life has 
taught them. He reminded them 
that the first man in the American 
expeditionary force to win the war 
cross of honor was one of their race 
and the second man in that army to 
win the war cross was oOne‘of their 
race,

Recalled in Letter 


From Son in France 


Many sincere tributes have been

TATTNALL COUNTY

THE PASSENGER PIGEON 


Interest in one of the most ro- 
mantic species of American bird 
life is revived by the reported dis- 
rovery of several specimens of the 
once over-plentiful passenger pig- 
eon in the northeast. 

At one time the wild pigeon, com- 
monly known as the passenger pig- 
eon, was perhaps the most conspic- 
uous and at once the most plentiful 
so-called game bire on the North 
American continent to which it was 
peculiar; and tuere are men and 
women still living who remember 
the wonderful and awe-inspiring 
cross-country flights of flocks of 
this bird, so tremendous numeric- 
ally as to literally obscure the sub 
and darken the landscape like a 
great c.oud. 

Audubon estimated that the aver- 
age flock of passenger pigeons in 
their migrations contained a fFillion 
and a quarter birds, and studious 
observers record that in some in- 
stances the column was a mile wide 
and 150 miles long, and Audubon 
further estimates thai such a flock 
consumed in excess of “eight and 
one-half million bushels of mast in 
a day’s feeding.”

Value of “Good Will’’ 


Among the assets of any concern 
the most intangible, perhaps, is the 
“good will.” Many prosperous busi- 
ness houses have but little money 
invested in stock, but have heavy 
investments in what is popularly 
known termed “good will’ created 
by years of excellent service and 
the expenditure of large. gums of 
money in advertising. 

The name “Bull Durham” for in- 
stance is said to be valued at $10,- 
000,000 or at the rate-of one million 
dollars for each letter. The East- 
man Kodak company puts’ about 
the same value upon the name 
“Kodak.” It would take a 
large sum of money to buy the 
rights to make a cigar and call 
it El Roi Tan. 

These names are valuable because 
they have become synonymous with 
quality, and because when you say 
El Roi Tan, every discriminating 
gmoker knows that you are refer- 
to a high grade _ cigar, and 
that when he buys that cigar he is 
getting the greatest possible value 
for his money. 

The same relative value is at- 
tached to the name of your store. 
If you have been able to convince 
your public that an article from 
your store represents a dollar in 
quality for every dollar you ask 
for it, you are building a good will 
account that is just as valuable to 
you aS money in the bank. It will 
make you money just as long as 
you keep faith with the trade. But 
if you once allow your trade to get 
the idea that it is possible for them 
to pay a high price for an inferior 
article at your store, you have a 
liability that is jugt as real as a 
past due note at your bank.

It has peen truly said that “it 
the little things that count,’ be- 
cause Jife is made up principally of 
little things; that is, they seem 
sinall, but in realitv they are very 
important, because they frequently 
affect the lives more than the big 
ones. 

There is the safety-razor blade, 
for instance. Men buy them by the’ 
dozen, paying from 72 cents to $1.20, 
and usually throw them away when 


There are said to be seventeen 
million men in the United States 
using these blades, and that they 
throw away four hundred million 
blades a year, costing approximate- 
ly $32,000,000, 

If all those blades were re-sharp- 
ened at prevailing prices, the owners 
would save from 48 to 72 cents on 
each dozen, and thousands of good 
worthy people would earn a fair 
living—say from 3100 to $150 a 
month each, resharpening the 
blades. 

When A. E. Hill got hold of these 
figures, he saw tremendous possi- 
bilities in the way of preventing 
waste, and he got busy and invented 
the Hill machine for resharpening 
the blades. A number of these ma- 
chines are now in use in Atlanta 
and other parts of the United States, 
while several hundred of them have 
been shipped abroad. It is stated 
that these latter are to be operated 
by disabled soldiers. who will. by 
their use, be able to earn a comfort- 
able living without special] training. 

The machines in operation in At-'! 
lanta seem to be kept quite busy 
Sharpening blades brought to them, 
and sent in by mail, and it is said 
that many of the blades are brought 
in by ladies, who are often more 
value of the

It is said that a dozen good blades 
will last a lifetime if ziven reason- 
able care and resharpened when 
they become dull, and it seems that 
the present improved machine in 
the hands of a competent operafor | 
makes the blades as good as new 
each time they are sharp2ned. 

The Hill Manufacturing company, 
who make the Hill machine, say 
there is a big field for the employv- 
ment of disabled soldiers sharpen- 
ing the safety razor blades with! 
the machine. for almost anyone, | 
however badly disabled, can operate | 
the machine successfully after only 
a few hours’ practice. |

ment in clearing the way for the in- 
fantry. 

It was by the use of the lessons 
of the first Cambrai that the allies 
won the campaign of 1918 and the 
war. Mangin’s great counter of- 


founded upon the use of tanks. Each 
successive British and French | 
thrust thereafter employed the same 
The-German used a varia- 
tion of the surprise tactics in his 
earlier successes, but without the 
tank, relying upon secret concen- 
tration and great numbers. But it 
was Byng who abolished the long 
standing belief that trench lines 
could not be broken, and his dis- 
covery was one of the very great- 
est of the conflict. 

In the spring, at a critical mo- 
ment, when Gough’s army had fal- 
len, Byng broke the German effort 
to extend the dislocation of the 
British front. He held Arras and 
Vimy ridge in the face of a tre- 
mendous attack, which the Germans 
abandoned after forty-eight hours. 
Still later, in August, he made a 
successful drive from the old 
Somme line eastward to Bapaume, 
which terminated German hopes of 
holding the allies west of the Hin- 
denburg line for the balance of the 
campaign. 

Plumer, Horne, Rawlinson and 
Byng, these are the outstanding fig- 
ures under Haig. They bear the 
same relation to their commander 
that Gouraud, Mangin, Debeney and 
Berthelot bear to Petain; for Cas- 
telnau and Fayolles, who command- 
ed groups of armies brilliantly, the 
British army supplies no counter 
part, since authority was not thus 
delegated.

It resulted in 
the clearing of Palestine and Syria, 
the fall of Damascus, Aleppo and 
Beirut, and the elimination of Tur- 
key from the war. It will stand 
side by side with D’Esperey’s suc- 
cess in Macedonia, won at the same 
moment and resulting in the sur- 
render of Bulgaria.

It surpassed ‘ 
allies and its enemies in air. servie@, 
British mastery of the air was one 
of the essential and potent elements 
in ultimate victory. 

Again, without the tank, whieh 
was a British contribution, the cam- 
paign of 1918 might have finished at 
the Hindenburg line, if. indeed, it 
had not closed even nearer to the 
positions held bv the Germans in the’ 
summer. The French borrowed the 
idea and elaborated upon it, but the 
credit for the invention belongs toe 
the British, just as to Bynge goeg) 
the verv ereat praise due to the man 
who first saw the possibilities of the 
new instrument and turned them ew 
account at First Cambrai. 

It is unquestionably true that the 
British army suffered by comparison

| with the French and German armies 


throughout the war. It did not suffer 
more than our young armies would 
have suffered had they come on the 
field while the German was still 
what he was in 1916 and 1917, or 
in March and April and May of the 
present vear. But all comparison 
between French and British armies) 
is manifestly unfair, as comparison 
with the German army is even more 
unfair. If there is to be comparison 
it must be between the French army 
and the British fleet. for as France, 
put her reliance upon her army and 
concentrated upon it her best effort, 
Britain did likewise with her fleet. 
And surely such comparison will not 
be to the disadvantage of the Brit- 
ish. 
New Army. 

As to the British army the great 
thing we all have to remember is 
that it was created after the war 
began and after the best of the 
officers and men of the British reg- 
ular army -had been, in the main, 
killed in the opening battles. It was 
thus deprived of exactly the ele- 
ments that it most needed for its 
own training. 

In the face of these handicaps, in 
the face of the still further obstacle 
due to the fact that the enemy was 
in the fleld and that he had to be 
held. a task requiring all that Was 
left of British officers and regulars 
and demanding new troops before 
they were even partially trained, the 
British managed to build a great 
army, Without which victory is ever 
impossible. Napoleon found, when 
the veterans he had inherited from 
the wars of the revolution were 
gone, he could not win victories. of 
the sort which he had won in the 
earlier campaigns. But he never 
had to improvise an army or a sys 
tem. The British had to do both. 


It was always impossible in four’ 


vears to fashion an instrument as 
perfect as that machine built by the 
Germans as the result of a full 
century of patient and uninterrupted 
effort. We also misunderstood the 
facts in the early period of the war, 
when the greatness of the danger 
inevitably provoked impatience and 
invited unjust comparisons, But it 
is not by comparison that we can 
fairly measure the British achievee 
ment in their army building. They 
started with next to nothing, when 
the structures of their allies and 
enemies were practically complete. 

With all their handicaps, with all 
the limitations imposed by the site 
uation, thev built a great army, 
frequently victorious, sometimes de- 
feated suffering the same disape 
pointments ._ which came to Grant’s 
army in 1864 after it had at last 
become convinced of its superiority, 
sharing this disappointment with & 
nation equally blind to certain 
truths but gaining in power and 
efficiency up to the hour when it 
broke the strongest lines of the en- 
emy, manned by the best of the sur- 
viving troops of the foe, and began 


'a march to victory, which was only 


halted by the white flag of the Kali- 
ser’s generals. 
Record of Achievement. 

T think the fair measure of Brit- 
ish military achievement is a cone 
trast between what Britain has done 
and what military men, Germans, 
for example, belteved she could do 
four years ago, when the kaiser 
challenged England as well as 
France and Russia. And nothing. * 
more certain than that, had &., 
Germans comprehended that theé 
British army would play the role it 
has played, they would never have 
risked British entrance into the 
struggle. You get the full meas- 
ure of German amazement in all the 
official German comments on Brit- 
ish operations from the First Somme 
onward. For them the British, de- 
spite manifest and recognized limi- 
tations, were steadily doing the im- 
possible, 

We see things far more calmly 
now than in the heat of the terrible 
years that have gone by. Compari- 
sons which were inevitable then 
seem at once meaningless and in- 
equitable now. It will perceive 
that Britain transformed a civilian 
population into a vast military force 
which kept the field, held the welt 
organized and well trained foe when 
it was still lacking in training and 
in machinery and finally shared in 
the complete triumph of French and 
American troops, a triumph to which 
the Americans were only just be- 
ginning to contribute. 

Perhaps there fs not better sum- 
of what the British army 
achieved than is supplied in the bald 
statement that the British army oc- 
cupiéd Mons on August 21, 1914, and 
reoccupied it on November 10, 1918. 
In the time that separates the two 
dates the German army wore out, it 
broke itself against British and 
French, British and American at- 
tack. And in all the time from 
French's retreat to Haige’s last ad- 
vance British military contribution 
to the sum total of allied resources 
increased steadily. I think we shall 
some day have the final measure of 
British military achievement when’ 
the archives of the Great General 
Staff in Berlin are thrown open and 
we are able to see exactly what 
British military contribution was 
estimated at by those who risked 
the world war. Meantime the Brit- 
ish army hardly needs praise, and, 
being British, will unquestionably 
resent it.

And while I am trying hard to speak the 
right word, I seem to hear a voice lifted 
above the rest, saying: ‘You have made 
some of us happy.” And so I feel my heart 
fluttering and my lips trembling and I have 
to bow silently, and turn away and hurry 
into the obscurity that fits me best.’’ 


The Tragedy 
of War. 


In a recent report to Y. M. C. A. 
headquarters Mr. Danforth told this 
story: 

“One of the clearest evidences of the 
reality of the American spirit is given by 
the way men fight who have nothing but 
that spirit behind them. I was in the 
front line trenches one day about to go back 
to the rear, and was undertaking different 
commissions for the boys. A man came 
forward and gave me 50 francs. ‘Get me a 
wrist watch,’ he said. I said, ‘Very well, I 
will get you the best wrist watch I can 
for 50 franes, and if when it comes you 
don’t like it, you need not take it.’ I re- 
turned two or three days later and the boys 
gathered around me to receive their pur- 
chases. Everything was called for but the 
wrist watch. I said, ‘Where is Herman 
Wolff?’ ‘He was bumped off last night,’ 
answered one of the boys. ‘Well,’ I said, 
‘here is his wrist watch. What shall 1 do 
with it?’ ‘I will take it,’ said one of the 
others. ‘I don’t care for 50 francs.’ I 
then went to the captain and said, ‘I have 
50 francs that belonged to Herman Wolff, 
who was killed last night. I want to send 
it to his parents. Look up the records, 
please, and tell me where to send it.’ He 
turned to the roll of the company and 
found that Herman Wolff's parents were— 
in Germany! He had come to the United 
States, had become an American and had 
gone back to fight for the kind of freedom 
that America represents. He had received 
his death at the hands of his own. The 
captain spoke of him with much warmth of 
feeling, saying that he was a brave man 
and always a good soldier. Now Herman 
Wolff fought, not to keep the home fires 
burning on his own hearth, but upheld by 
the spirit of the American army.’’

After landing in Liver- 
pool we found by questioning that 
in the way of service, food and com- 
panions we were more lucky than 
others, since we were given 6 o’clock 
coffee in our cabins; dandy meals, 
including tea at 4 o’clock, and 400 
American officers! By way of con- 
trast on one boat rice was served 
every meal in one-form or another, 
while one other vessel carried 200 
nurses and doctors (8). There was 
no submarine scare; in fact, the 
navel officers say that now the 
chief danger will be from the mines 
which are still to be encountered and 
will be for a number of years. 
“Bewitching” English Farms. 
_ ‘Arriving in Liverpool at 12:30, 
November 8, we were compelled to 
wait on the boat until 7 p. m. Why? 
No one knows. One day in Liver- 
pool; then out across bewitching 
English farm lands via the London 
and Northwestern to London. Watch- 
ing those farm with their haystacks 
piled with geometrical accuracy; the 
plots so well ordered and the farm- 
ers slowly plowing we began to 
wonder if this really could be ‘war- 
stricken England.’ Once again our 
luck followed us as we traveled 
through the country by day and 
sunshine while some of the girls 
had traversed this same route the 
night before in a heavy fog, being 
‘rushed straight across.’ 
“But the sun set and we came 
into London in blank darkness. Here 
we climbed, -liberally, into brakes, 
a queer kind of elevated bus, drawn 
by ten horses. As we came out of 
the station three giant projectors 
searched the heavens. for enemy 
planes. Within a block we ob- 
served the red lights over the signs 
‘Shelter for Air Raid.’ These signs 
occurred at regular intervals and 
cleared any doubts which we may 
have had as we viewed the farm 
lands. 


At “Forbes House.” 


“Forty women, nurses, nurses aids, 
canteen, hospital hut and social 
workers were put down at the 
‘Nurses’ Club.’ Our group which 
has kept together since the depart- 
ure at New York was sent to-‘Forbes 
House.’ We had to carry our own 
luggage. You remember I have 
three pieces. I started with the 
three, but some one kindly relieved 
me of my steamer rug, so that I 
balanced very nicely with one bag 
in each hand. Very quietly now be- 
cause we were tired, we went down 
the dark street five blocks, each 
girl with her luggage. Two lost 
themselves, only to be found an hour 
later, wandering round hunting the 
‘Nurses’ Club.’

London’s Big Day. 


“Of course, when this reaches you 
you will have read all the wonders 
of this day from the various pa- 
pers, but I’d like to tell you some- 
thing I saw and did. Nobody direct- 
ed the crowd, but by 11 o’clock Lon- 
doners had assembled in front of 
3uckingham palace with the same 
sure instinct that Atlantans assem- 


The court was filled with royal 
Suards, military officers and a band, 
while in the center alcove of the 
palace stood the king and queen. 
Continuous Cheering. 

“The announcement that the ar- 
mistice had been signed had already 
been made by the king when we 
arrived, but even at this time the 
cheering was deafening. So you can 
imagine what it was then. Not one 
cheer, stopped to begin again, but 
a continual mingling of voices 
sweeping like a wave over that enor- 
mous assemblage. 

“The king stood uncovered and 
the queen waved her handkerchief 
in response. But the crowd is joy- 
mad! All work practically is stop- 
ped and everybody, all London, is 
in the street. On top of taxis, in 
busses, in brakes, on bicycles, in 
motor cars, walking, running, dan- 
cing. 

“Standing between two great 
lions at the base of Nelson’s monu- 
ment in Trafalgar Square we watch- 
ed the pushing, throbbing mass of 
hysterical people. Many were cry- 
ing. I saw three men dancing on 
the top of a bus, while two women 
danced below them in the street. 
Flowers were used for flags and 
British flags themselves sold for five 
shillings each. It was remarkable 
to see how quickly flags appeared 
in the windows and on the poles. 
There were none up on Sunday, but 
by 11 o’clock Monday flags were 
éverywhere. 

“A band was playing in spite of 
the fact that no music could be 
heard above the voices of the peo- 
ple! When the doors and windows 
and balconies were filled people 
climbed to the top of the houses. 
Few Americans could be found, but 
a number of our boys got together 
and marched down Whitehall and 
Pall Mall singing ‘What the Hell 
Do We Care.’ Men and women walk- 
ed with their arms round each other 
and meeting friends kissed .and 
cried. Soldiers in hospitals were 
brought out on their Cots to breathe 
the air of victory for which they 
had given so much. Two were 
walking through the square in bed- 
room slippers, while flowers were 
thrown down upon them. 

“All day and all night, too, these 
demonstrations will be kept up for 
the greatness of the moment is 
sweeping everyone in its flow.

The war work asked of American women 
coincides so closely with much of our federat- 
ed wok as to be distinguishable only by 
greater publicity and wider appeal—child 
welfare, conservation (in the form of canning 
clubs, home economics, ete.), education, 
public health. Each item has .long had a 
place in club work of the first district. The 
times have put.these activities into uni- 
form; therefore they are sometimes un- 
recognized, even by club workers, and we 
hear, ‘*‘We are too busy with war work to 
do much club work now.’’ 
character has been curtailed, but detailed 
reports show tthat club women have not 
forgotten that town housekeeping, clean-up 
and baby weeks, scholarships, traveling li- 
braries, support of the Tallulah Falls In- 
dustrial school (the Federation school) and, 
in the one large city of the district, a free 
kindergarten and a probation officer, are 
forces needful to a safe democracy. In addi- 
tion to this accustomed work the demand 
for war relief has been well met. Not one 
club reporting has failed to mention Red 
Cross work as one of its activities. Some 
have formed Red Cross units. Belgian re- 
lief, adoption of French orphans, contribt- 
tions to the victory fund, to the towel 
shower for the base hospital, jellies, canned 
frufts and vegetables for the base hospital 
nearest the “lub contributing; thought, 
time and work unstinted in war camp 
community service; the active participation 
and successful -evork of club women in 
Liberty Loan, Red Cross and war savings 
stamps drives, all show enthusiastic, or- 
ganized effort. 

Five clubs have been federated this year. 

Of necessity this report touches only the 
most outstanding features of club work. 
Stripped to its most vital outlines it shows 
that club work and war work have been 
practically indivisible and that the clubs 
have made good as national assets.

The following report has been 
made by the Rome Woman's club of 
the work achieved during the year 
past: 

Dear Madam President: I wish I could 
claim the time to give you an account of 
all our club has accomplished in the last 
year. Of course many changes have oc- 
curred and the former plan of work is not 
the same. Now the patriotic questions are 
given first consideration, bét at the same 
time an effort is being hame to adhere to 
the work of our different departments. 

At a request of the Woman’s club the 
city commission appointed Dr. M. M. Me- 
Cord city health officer with authority to 
enforce birth registration. 

A donation of 480 towels was sent to base 
hospitals at Gordon and McPherson.

One thousand dollars was taken from the 
club’s sinking fund and invested in Liberty 
bonds.

The women of the Red Cross executive 
board, the director of woman’s work and 
the chairmen of several departments are 
our women. For more than a year the 
president of the Woman’s club has served 
as general supervisor and authorized in- 
structor of surgical dressings. Other mem- 
bers compose the personnel of the work- 
room. The daily register shows the greater 
number of workers each day are our wom- 
en. A great deal of work is done daily in 
the canteen service. 

We united with the Council of Defense 
in establishing the demonstration kitchen. 

We responded generously to the call for 
jelly, etc., to be used by the local can- 
teen, Also many rags have been sent to 
the hospital. 

Our club conceived the idea of asking the 
women of the county to join’ us in sending 
canned fruit, ets., to our convalescent sol- 
diers. We were also the first to make it 
possible for the negroes of the Red Cross 
to enjoy the privilege of sending fruit to 
their own men. 

The conservation department reports a 
valuable and almost sacred work in caring 
for a large plot of ground in Myrtle Hill 
cemetery, also the erection of a handsome 
bird fount and its dedication to the mem- 
ory of the late beloved Dr. R. B. Headden.

Notwithstanding the unusual demands 
made upon us by the great world war, 
es work in the tenth district has steadily 
rrogressed in strength and nuinbers. Six new 
clubs have been federated. ‘Total member-

his plane was shot down behind the German lines that his chums, 


straining their eyes and waving their hands in a last greeting, saw 
him wave cheerfully back and then, hands in the air, surrender to 
the little group of German soldiers that surrounded him. 

Through the fighting on Gallipoli, in the baking sands of Suvla 
bay, through the first campaign by the British in Macedonia, through 
a long, long period in a hospital in England, including an operation 
by which he lost portions of both feet, frozen in Ss«”a, through his 
miraculous accéptance as a recruit for the British flying forces, the 
story of Captain Holleran swings in graphic, awe-inspiring recital. 

His wonderful rise to the command of a flying squadron, de- 
spite the loss of his feet, forms an annal of undaunted heroism that 
has rarely been equalled. The story of his life in the ranks of the 
Dublins, of his day-to-day life in the sand-bagged trenches of Gallip- 
oli, of the men who died around him, and of the slow death by 
freezing of his comrades in the rocks of Macedonia, is told in his own 
language in a diary which he kept throughout. 


HEROISM AND 
HORROR COMBINE. 

Heroisms and horror are combined 
in the simple narrative of his expe- 
riences, which reads like the epic of a 
modern saga. 

Speaking of his period in the Suvla 
trenches, he says: 

“tT only had one man blown over 
me, a fellow named Conroy. He was 
standing talking to another man and 
myself when a shrapnel bullet caught 
him in the head and scattered his 
brains on my face. It was 2xceedingly 
awkward, as there was no way to 
wash, and I had to carry part of him 
around until I got my tea ration, 
when, of course, I washed him 
with that.” 

Describing an attack on the Aus- 
tralian trenches, to the right of those 
held by his regiment, Holleran says: 

“Suddenly this fire is mixed with 
the yells of the Turks and the deep 
eheers of the Australians—and then 
silence. 

“Deep, deadly silence. 

“There is a rustle as tue men crane 
and stretch trying to see through that 
impenetrable blanket of night, wheth- 
er the line still holds. 

“Again the fire breaks out and a 
sigh of relief goes up—the line is 
safe. 

“The sound gets nearer and nearer, 
and now we can see the blue lights 
going up and the flicker of rifles on 
our right, where ours are coming into 
action. It gets nearer and nearer. 
until we are in it, blue lights going 
up to light the ground and a veritable 
hail of bullets striking our parapets. 
By now your eyes are full of dirt and 
smoke and your mouth has the acid 
taste of powder——” 


LETTER FROM 
GERMANY. 


Since his capture by the Germans 
On Sunday, September 15, only one 


off | 


letter has been received from Captain 
Holleran. That letter was written 
from Friedrichsfeld, near Wesel, Ger- 
many, and is addressed to Captain 
Holleran’s father, Owen Holleran, of 
196 Cleburne avenue, Atlanta. The 
letter, which is the first published 
from an Atlantan in a German prison 
camp, describes how he was captured. 
and reassures his parents as to his 
good treatment by the Germans. 
In full, it is as follows: 


“Friedrichsfeld, near Wesel, 

“September 24, 1918. 

“Dear Dad: I expect you 

“learned long ago that I was cap- 

tured. Must say I am horribly 

sorry over the long delay in let- 

ting you know. Here is how it 
happened: 

“T was leading part of an at- 
tacking force on an enemy aero- 
drome a good many miles back 
of the lines. Got to the place 
and started back, but when very 
close to the lines I got a direct 
hit from a shell which smashed 
my engine and exploded my small 
petrol tank. Although somewhat 
dazed, I made a good landing and 
tried to burn the machine. How- 
ever, the light would not function 
and by that time some German 
artillerymen came up and that 
finished it. I was exceedingly 
well treated all along the line. 
Could not have expected better 
anywhere. 

“IT will be going to a permanent 
camp in a day or so, and will 
write when I get there, giving 
address. 

“I wish you would write to my 
old C. O. and tell him how I came 
to grief. 

“IT am quite convinced that I 
will have a good tim? here, so 
you need not worry in the least 
about me and do all you can to 
keep mother from worrying. 

“Say ‘hello’ to all my friends 
for me. 

“Best of love to you all. 

“OWEN C. HOLLERAN.” 


DETERMINED 
TO ENLIST. 
Owen Cobb Holleran left Atlanta 


early in 1915. He was educated here ’ 
being a graduate of Marist ‘college | 
He was a lieutenant in the old Fifth | 


Georgia regiment of the national 
guard and was connected with the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph company. 

Early in the great war he and his 
closest personal friend, Meredith. 
decided that they could not stay out 
Regardless of what America as a 
nation did, they felt that they two 
could not remain neutral during the 
great fight for civilization and democ- 
racy. 

They first t-ied to enlist through 
the British embassy at New York, but 
were refused .y reason of their Ameri- 
can citizenship. 

With only a scant few dollars be- 
twéen them, the two young soldiers 
of fortune decided to get to England 
by any means, and shortly after. 
wards eagerly seized the opportunity 
to work their way over on a cattle 
boat. 

-Arriving in London, they enlisted 
and were assigned to the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers and sent to Cork, Ireland 
where their regiment was in training 
at Victoria barracks. 

After the training period, the two 
friends volunteered for service in the 
Near East, and were sent with a de- 
tachment from their regiment to Gal- 
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The city of Cork, oue of the most 
ancient in Kurope anf at one time a 
great educational center, is, accord- 
ing to American ideas, very slow. 
Everyone takes his time, there is 
never any hurry and the people enjoy 
themselves greatly. 

These same people were a constant 
source of wonder and amusement 
to me. 

They hate England most profoundly, 
and yet they have furnished thou- 
sands of the finest soldiers in the 
arthy, and as long as there is a man 
left they will continue to furnish 
men. 

They are a very kindly people and 
exceedingly hospitable, as far as their 
means allow. But there are no grand 
avenues in Cork, for it is a poor town, 
as everywhere else in the south of 
Ireland. 

The most interesting places I saw 
in Cork were Shandon cathedral, with 
its great square tower o: marble 
which houses Shandon bells; St

Air forces, where he became a pilot 
of a type of airplane which was con- 
trolled entirely by hand controls, thus 
obviating the use of his mutilated feet 

His diary, which carries the story 
of his career in the British army from 
his training period up to the time of 


England, 
is here printed in full.

The Grampain ‘is a large new ship 
and being built for passenger service 
furnished splendid accommodation for 
the 3,000 odd men aboard: each man 
had a berth and every four or 
six a stateroom.

The duty of the guard was to as- 
sist in lookout for enemy boats and 
to be prepared to preserve order in 
case of danger. 

Bach day there was an alarm 
sounded in order to train the men 
to report to their boats rapidly. 

We left port early in the morning 
on August —, 1915, and the shores

made a fine sight with their great. 


batteries, almost invisible from 1,000 
yards away and every boat in the 
harbor cheering. 

Outside the bar we were joined 
by two large destroyers, undoubted- 
ly the most graceful boats on the 
water. Low, black fellows, with their 
four funnels, bridge and not much 
else showing as they circled around 
us. They stayed with us until 9 p. m. 

left us in a turmoil of foam 


this time we were out of sight 
of land, had been for hours, and now 
we were alone on the water. Until 
we passed Gibraltar we never sighted 
a vessel of any sort. 

My impression of Gibraltar is very 
vague. We passed through at two in 
the morning and although on guard 
all I saw was four monster search- 
lights and a destroyer which ran 
alongside with dispatches. 

All I heard was a hoarse rumble: 


And he was gone and so were we. 
Late the next afternoon we sighted 
the low, sandy African coast and 
never iost it again until we put into 
Malta for water and stores. 

When we put into Valetta the first 
impression I had was the wonderful 
solidity of the base of the town 
the way the houses resembled some 
gauszy dream creation. 

As you know, the 
Valetta is surrounded by great gran- 
ite walls rising sheer from the water 
to about 30 or 40 feet in height, then 
a roadway, and another great series 
of walls, on top of which are the first 
houses of the town. 

The houses are very solidly built, 
but on account of the balconies and 
decorative work they resemble lace- 
work. They all connect with the har- 
bor by means of passages cut under- 
neath and coming out of the great 
walls. And everything is white, 
bright, glaring white; walls, roads, 
houses the same color. Not a plant 
of any sort to be seen and the hot 
sun playing over the whole causes a 
terrific mirage so that at times the 
whole place seems to dance, a most 
peculiar thing to witness. 

And it’s a most peculiar sensation 
to see a town and fee] it vifally incom- 
plete because of the lack of plants, 


THE BAY 
OF VALETTA. 


So much for the famous town of 
Valetta. Of course I only give it as 
1 saw it from the deck of the Gram- 
pian. I know nothing about the in- 
terior economy of the place. 

As I said, the town is white, hard, 
giaring white, but in the center, 
roughly circular in shape, and of the 
clearest blue, is the bay. 

At that time there were many ships 
in the harbor. Great black transports, 
some loaded with troops and supplies 
for the Eastern armies, some empty, 
returning home. Splendid white hos- 
pital ships, with their red stripe and 
the Geneva cross and myriad of col- 
ored lights outlining them. For all’! 
these ships are outlined in light so 
that Fritz cannot say he mistakes 
them for super-dreadnaughts. And the 
gray, graceful, speedy little cruisers 
used for scouting and escort duty. 

But the most interesting and pic- 
turesque of the lot are the rowboats 
of the peddiers and the divers. 

As soon as a troopship puts into 
port it is surrounded by myriads of | 
these little boats, each trying to sell 
something—silks, fruits, tobacco, tin- 
ned goods—and also trying to buy the 
troopers’ kits. Although against the 
law it makes no difference; they take 
the chance for they get a pair of 
boots worth $4.00 for three or four 
pounds of fruit worth about ten cents. 

And the noise and jabber they 
keep up is wonderful. It reminds one 
of an auction sale with 60 auctioneers 
equipped with leather lungs and 
brass throats. 

They are very good natured, 
though, and if in the scramble some 
fellow goes overboard, he generally 
comes up with a broad smile. And 
whet the town lacks in color they 
make up in their dresses, for a gau- 
dier lot I never saw. 

Then there are the boys, magnifi- 

cent little chaps who are as much at 
home in the water as on the land. 
' They are, or were originally, white, 
1 suppose, but the sun has tanned 
them to the color of leather and 
they all have merry blue eyes and 
blond hair. Where they originated 
from I can’t say. 


ALEXANDRIA 
AND THE CHANNEL. 


We were at Malta for two days, 
then off for Alexandria, the New 
York or London of the East, and 
after a quiet passage arrived there 
about , 1915. 

The channel] coming into Alexan- 
éria is @ long, narrow, twisty affair. 
You are in sight of the city and its 
enermous water front for hours be- 
fore you get in. 
 @fexandria is the genera] headquar- 
ters for the Near East and for al! of 
Bgypt, so there are thousands of 
troops there and the supply bases 
and hospitals are enormous. There 
were fully 300 vessels in port when 
we arrived, including about 20 war 
vessels, French and English, and 
a dozen hospital ships. 

The quays are blocked by enor-

| from the fleet. But even then the re- 


mous sheds filled to overflowing with 
supplies, and the said overflow was 
stacked 50 feet high and as deep in 
every available space. 

We put in here to coal ship and to 
get orders. The coaling was 
unique. Barges came alongside, the 
same ones that Anthony and Cleo 
patra sailed in, apparently; our coal 
ports were opened and two boards 
were run up to fhem. Then a con- 
tinuous stream of half naked men 
started work, carrying up a bushel 
basket of coal and dumping it and 
down for more. They were dressed 
like Gunga Din. 
rather less than ’alf of that behind.” 

The harbor at Alexandria is an ex- 


| tremely lovely place. The great ships 


swinging with the currents, the na- 
tive feluccas, I believe they’re called, 
skimming about the rowboats of the 
peddlers and sometimes a gorgeous 
row boat with ten or twelve big black 
oarsmen, dressed in white, and in 
the stern an Egyptian of rank, fairly 
buried in silk cushions, taking his 
ease, with another black fanning him, 
even though he has a shade up. 

But it makes one feel very good 
to see the way all of them step one 
side and waste no time when they 
see one of the naval launches or 
harbor patrol boats coming, for you 
see the white man rules in Egypt. 

Immediately we finished coaling 
ship we were off again, this time for 
Gall'poli and the war zone, where 
we arrived in three days. The trip 
was pleasant and the hundreds of 
rocks and islands of the Greek arch- 
ipelago kept it from being monoto- 
nous. 


INTO 
SUVLA BAY. 


At daybreak on , 1915, we 
came into the enclosed water known’ 
as Suvia bay, and from then until 
nightfall we had nothing to do ex- 
cept look at the most barren, for- 
bidding country in all the world and 
watch for the fuzzy smoke balis 
which marked the bursting shells on 
the surrounding hills. 


From where we lay we had a fairly 
comprehensive yiew of the ground 
which had witnessed some of the 
most desperate fighting in history 
some six weeks before. 

Directly in frcat of us lay the Salt 
Lake, dry during the summer and 
about six inches deep in a dry pow- 
dery sand, and beyond it the range 
of hills which hid the Constantinople 
road. To the left of the Salt Lake 
are the two Burnt Hills, one held by 


us and one by the Turks, while to the 
right was Chocolate Hill and still fur- 
ther to the right was the cliffs storm- 
ed by the Anzacs. On the side of 
Chocolate Hill, dug into the earth, 
was general headquarters, while on 
8 _— in the open, was the hos- 
pital. 


The country was and is absolutely 
barren except for a solitary stunted 
tree here and there and a sort of 
tough, leathery bush about waist 


high, which seems toe be the only | 


thing which will grow in the soil. 


The only house of any sort as far | 


as I ever saw was a great white tomb 
held by the Turks and destroyed by 
us some days later. 

The first landing at Suvia took | 
place in August, 1915; the Anzacs, 
ten Irish divisions and eleven English 
divisions landing. The way was pre- 
pared by a tremendous bombardment 
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sistance was terrific. The Anzacs 
Janded at the foot of steep cliffs of 
some sort of shale which furnished 
a very insecure foothold, but although 
unable to reply to the Turkish fire, 
they continued the attempt and by 


much in front and/'| 
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treat, but unfortunately set the under- | 


brush afire and it, being well dried, 
burnt like tinder and roasted several 
thousand wounded men. Hence the 
name, Burnt Hill. 

The fighting 29th Division was sent 
against them with no better results. 
They held it and still hold it. 

The losses in the Tenth Irish bi- 
vision during the fighting were ter- 
rife. The average strength of the 
battalions was about 1,100 men, and 
after the lines were set the strongest 
battalion in the division, the Fifth 
Irish Rifles, only had about 600 and 
ranged down from them to the Sixth 
Dublins with 450, the Sixth Munsters 
with 400, and to the Seventh Innis- 
killings with 240 effectives. 


When we landed then, the 29th Di- 
vision held the left of the line, ending 
in a valley at the base of Little Burnt 
Hill. The Irish Division was next, 
the Anzacs and then the Indians. I 
know no more of them; they were 
too far away. 

Just at Sundown comes the order: 

“Stand by to land. Every man in 
full kit with 350 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and two days’ rations.” 

As soon as darkness falls overside 
we go into the lighters. I should say 
“fall” into them, for it is very dark 
and all you can hear is the shuffle 
of the feet and one continuous, 
heartfelt stream of profanity as the 
men fall over each other. Then the 
slow move, ’til, with a jolt, we hit 
the beach and the word is passed, 
“over you go and NO talking.” 

So over we go onto the beach and 
we are at the front at last. . 

We fall in, and comes the muttered 
orders: “Number—; form fours: 
left; quick march!” and we move 
away, staggering and stumbling in 
the sand and looking everywhere ex- 
cept at our feet, for you can’t see the 
ground, but you can see the star 
shells flaming up and the flash of 
bursting shrapnel. There is no “cease 
fire” in this war; it is one continu- 
ous grind. And there is no safety 
zone in Suvia; every place can be 
reached by the merry shell and we 
lose men in the rest camps as well 
has in the firing line. 


WAITING FOR 


THE MOON. 


Thirty minutes march and we run 
onto the first dugout, cut into the 
sides of the hill. The Anzac reserves 
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walk through and fully seven feet 
deep, and this trench twists and turns 
in every direction so that it cannot be 
enfiladéd by Johnny Turk. Once in 
a while we are ordered to bend iow 
az we pass some place marked by an 
enemy sniper. 

At one or two of these places, as 
we get close in, there is a continu- 
ous thud of -bullets, for the sniper, 
although he can see no one, knows 
that fatigue parties are passing here 
every few moments and he trusts to 
luck to pot one. 2 

Then, one more turn and we are 
in the fire trench and men are lying 
around in all directions sleeping any 
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place, so long as the head is safe 
from being trampled on. | 

The fire trench here is about four) 
feet wide and eight feet deep, witb | 
a traverse every 25 or 30 feet. These) 
traverses have a double reason for | 
their existence. First, to minimize | 
the effect of high explosive, for one 
six-inch H. E. would effectively clear 
100 yards of trench, and secondly, to 
prevent an enemy from enfilading. 
your position. 

So we are in the trenches at last, 
our pack off and sitting down for a 
smoke. 


OFFICIALLY 
CALLED “TEA.” 


In Gallipoli the shortage of water 
was a very serious maiter. Most days 
there was no allowance of drinking 
water, and only about 34 pint of a 
dirty liquid heavily impregnated with 
sand and officially called tea. There 
was never water to wash in and from 
the time we left the ship until we 
went away I washed once, the morn- 
ing of our departure, and then in the 
surf within easy range of the, ene- 
my’s guns. 

The suffering (not account of lack 
of washing; lack of drink) was se- 
vere, for we were working in a sandy 
country with the thermometer in the 
nineties. 


There were wells, of course, but 
they were very few in number and 
were in the open. There was quite a 
casualty list of men who tried to run 
the gauntlet of the snipers’ fire. Some 
got through only to be killed by shrap- 
nel at the wells. 

The only time that the welis could 
be visited with any degree of safety 


to go to the wells or water carts to 
draw the water supplies for the men. 
They were rotten to be on, for quite 
often they must go “over” to get to 
their object and if the enemy spotted 


them in the moonlight he gave them 


many signs of his affection. Ration | merry sniper.

SPECIAL 
FATIGUES. 


Then thera are the special fatigues, 
The number of men engaged and 
time is regulated by the work to be 
done. 


The most recurrent of these are 

the : 
1. Burial parties—out front. 

. Wiring parties—out front. 
Digging parties—front and rear. 
Listening parties—out front. 
Covering parties—out front. 
. Observation patrol—out front. 
. Supply patrol—rear. 


The burial parties are those details 
sent out front to bury such bodies as 
they can find. This in the Suvia re 
gion is the most unpleasant of all du- 
ties as, quite often, you are called on 
to inter men who have been dead 
for a week or more in the hot sun 
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‘land your victim quite often comes 


apart under your ministrations and 
you are forced to bury him in sec- 
tions and, believe me, he smelis to 
high heaven. Also you have to search 
each body for identification marks. 

There are some pathetic incidents 
brought to light by these parties. 

One night we went to bury a body 
which had been terribly mutilated by 
an H. E. Both legs were practically 
blown off and the stomach had a hole 
in it somewhat larger than a baseball. 
And near his hand was a postal card 
addressed to his people. 

It had evidently been addressed be- 
fore the fight and the message was 
written afterward. So his last 
thoughts were of home. He was only 
19 years old. 


Next there are the wiring parties, 
who are sent out to put up or repair 
the wire entanglements. They are 
simple working parties and . beyond 
the common danger of being sniped 
there is nothing to them. The most 
unpleasant thing about them is the 
fact that the barbs are about 1 1-2 
inches long and very sherp.

TWO MINDS WITH 
DIFFERENT THOUGHTS. 


When the R. D. F. had finally | 
crossed the Salt Lake and were in 
shelter, one of them, Tommy Stokes, 
found he had left his ration bag 
about 50 yards out in the open. Now 
about half way between Tommy and 
the ration bag a man was wounded 
and fell. Suddenly, as the man eget- 
tled in shelter, Stokes and another 
chap—an Inniskilling Fusilier, I think 
he was—rushed back into the open, 
Stokes leading by ten feet, directly 
for the wounded soldier. Tommy 
reached him first and passed him at 
a gallop, rescued his hardtack and 
“bully” and walked in. The “skin” 
picked up the injured man and scram- 
bled back. He got the distinguished 
conduct medal while poor Stokes was 
— with a district courtmar- 
tial. 

Now, what do you think of that? 

The Eleventh Division pushed to 
the foot of Little Burnt Hill and later 
captured it. Which ended the first 
fighting. 

Some days later the Bleventh at- 
tacked Big Burnt Hill, but were re- 
pulsed with terrible loss, the West 
Yorks having 130 men left out of 
1,100, and other battalions in pro 
portion. Then the Tenth Irish as- 
saulted and carried the hill but ex- 
ceeded their instructions and got so 
far away that it was impossible to 
reinforce them and they ran out of 
ammunition and after holding their 
position with the bayonet against two 
assaults by overwhelming forces of 
Turks, they were forced to retire. 


build fires our friend the enemy will 
most probably think there is some- 
one there and will shell the place on 
general principles. 


About ten o’clock we had our first 
casualty, a lad of twenty, name 0’ 
Thompson, who, because he heard no 
firing, must climb up on the parapet 
to investigate. He took it through 
the left thigh and that let him out, 
but the sight of him notified the 
Turk that someone was around, s0 
he sent over about twenty shells. 
Luckily for us his range was about 
50 yards too jong and we escaped 
without a casualty. Though we sat 
tight for about two hours afterwards. 

Just after our dinner of biscuit and 
bully and water, we were taken to 
headquarters and there assigned to 
companies. Gray to B, Clary to D and 
myself to A. We rested the afternoon 
out and had a quiet night, but were 
aroused at 3 o’clock and marched off 
to join our companies. Three o'clock 
is always the favorite hour for mov- 
ing, because at that time you feel the 
least inclined for it. 

Now, if you can, imagine this. A 
barren, forbidding lot of hills, with a 
brilliant, white reflection, even in 
the moonlight. The only sound the 
grunt of a three-inch gun somewhere 
and the whine of a shrapnel “going 
over” and here and there little puffs 
of white smoke marking bursts, say 
about twenty of these every three 
minutes on a 1,000 yard sector; not 
a bombardment; just a warning to 
the fatigue parties to keep down out 
of sight. 

Going into the trenches for the first 
time is an experience in itself. Of 
course, we had been in the communi- 
cation trenches, but now we were off 
for the firing line.

No variations except that the flies 
were of various colors on various 
days. 

It became necessary to put cur- 
rants in the rice to cover up the flies 
and to drink the liquid called tea 
through the teeth and scrape the 
loving fly off afterwards. 

This plagué was caused by the hun- 
dreds of decomposing bodies between 
the trenches. 

It was impossible to bury this re- 
fuse so all the men could do was to 
sit tight, cover their faces if they 
desired to rest and wish for better 


times. 


ROUTINE 
FATIGUES. 


Fatigues, of course, are divided in- 
to routine fatigues, those which are 
regular, and special fatigues. 

Routine fatigues in Suvla were as 
follows: 

General fatigue—To clean up the 
trenches everybody except sentries at 
9 a. m. 

Water fatigue about 1 a. m. Each 
of these had 20 men and one N. C. O. 
per company. 

The general was a simple matter 
of cleaning up the position, fire 
trenches, cook houses, etc. Gathering 
all refuse of any sort, in fact, and this 
was hurried at night, some nights. 

Water’ fatigues or parties detailed | 


ually there are a few strands thrown 
on the ground to trip people whose 
enthusiasm or cupidity causes them 


to desire to possess your pit tomor- 
row. 


Then there are the diggers, who 
build the saps and the new trenches 
and work as far as possible without 
exposing themselves. 

All of these are known as working 
parties, as they are practically un- 
armed, having only their rifle and a 
bandolier of 50 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, and the rifle is laid aside while 
they are at work. As they cannot 
work and look and listen at the same 
time, arrangements are made for 
their safety by sending out covering 
parties whose duty it is to protect 
the workers by furnishing trouble to 


any small, ambitious enemy patrols | 


who show too much curiosity. If the 
enemy is in strength they warn the 
workers and then fall back. Their 
work is not always pleasant, especi- 
ally on a wet night, when they may be 
forced to lie prone in three or four 
inches of water for several hours on 
end. 


Then comes the listening party, or 
first suicide party. These parties are 


igent out at dusk, so that in case of 


attack their resistance will warn the 
firing line and give them time to pre- 
pare their resistance. The firing line | 
of course opens up as soon as they 
are ready and if the enemy has not 
already destroyed the party our fire 
probably will. Their only chance is to 
lie down as soon as the resistance of 
the trenches starts and possibly if the 
attack fails, some of them may come 
ia. I know of one instance where a 
party of nine Munster Fusiliers were 
caught out front and five of them 
killed by the machine gunfire of their 
own battalion and three by the 
Turks. The ninth man wag unhurt. 
Then there was a party of 17 Dub- 
lins who took shelter in an abandon- 
ed trench and had only one man 
slightly injured. 

The second suicide party is the ob- 
servation patrol, usually about three 
or four men and an officer, whose 
duty it is each night to go over and 
interfere with the enemy’s labor and 
beat him up, and aleo, mainly to gath- 
er what information they are able as 
to the condition and strength of the 
enemy position and the number of 
men holding it. 


And last is the supply party, who 
struggle their way from the stores 
to the line with everything—wire, 
ammuaition, clothes, rifles, rum, etc. 

Any other parties are just emer- 
gency parties and seldom occur. To

This gentleman is picked for his 


with telescopic sights and told the ex- 
act range to certain points of our 
lines. He.is also told that for every 
victim he will be paid a bonus, so he 
is very keen on his work. 

He will pick an exposed point and 
every time a head is shown there he 
fires at it and not only that, but he 
fires at anything which he thinks 
would hurt a man. We had a small 
toy windmill made by one of the men 
out of chips. It was placed on the 
parapet and I believe 1,000 rounds of 
ammunition were wasted on it, before 
it was destroyed by the snipers who 
evidently took it. for some sort of 
signal machines. 

It is common to see little signs in 
the trenches saying “Duck here,”’ or 
“Sniper turn—keep down,” etc. 

Everything is used to snipe with, 
rifles and machine guns particularly, 
and on Chocolate Hill is a sniper bat- 
tery of 3-inch fleld guns whose amuse- 
ment it is to prevent traffic on the 
Constantinople road three miles 
away. 

Incidentally the Australians, a 
great many of whom are trained 
bushmen, spotted many snipers and 
they will snipe no more. The only one 
brought in was literally a human 
bush. 

He had greenery fastened al] over 
him, his clothing was green, as was 
his rifle, and even his face and hands 
were painted the same color. He fail- 
ed, though, to cover his feet and was 
caught, brought in, photographed, 
started for headquarters and—er—at- 
tempted to escape (?) He is dead. 

The Australians and Gurkhas were 
mightily feared by the Turk, for they 
are fierce fighters both and the Gurk- 
ha is some savage. They have a habit 
of taking their “kookri” and raiding 
the enemy, whose head they gener- 
ally bring back and plant on top of 
their parapet for a souvenir. I saw 
one of them who had killed eight 
Turks and taken their ears. He had 
them strung on a lanyard around his 
shoulder for souvenirs, and it seemed 
ridiculous, for he was a handsome 
man—as most of them are—very dig- 
nified and an extremely saintlike ex- 
pression with his quiet smile and 
twinkling brown eyes. 

Beyond the intermittent shelling 
and the eternal snipers, things were 
very quiet on the left for days; noth- 
ing warlike at all, only the distant 
drone and rattle of fire back of Choc- 
Olate Hill where there was never rest. 


LIVELY HELL 
BREAKS LOOSE. 


Then very suddenly, late one after- | 
noon, Hell broke loose in lively style. 
For Johnny Turk had developed a 
sudden, overwhelming desire to break 
through between the 29th (the Fight- 
ing) Division and ours. 


Now the right of the 29th touched 
our left on the slope of an unpro- 
nounceable hill and then it went 
through this valley and over a ridge. 

The safety of the 29th depended on 
that valley being safe, for otherwise 
they would be cut off and finished. 

The valley is only about 300 yards 
across and is commanded from both 
hillsides and by the batteries behind

out of the cloud soared a man, spread- 
eagled 60 feet in the air, suddenly at 
the highest point of his flight he 
came apart, his legs going one way 
and his arms another, then he came 
down.

After an hour the guns stopped 
and what had been trenches and B.

As I have said before, the shell. 
ings never ceased, day or night, and 
some very amusing and some tragic 
incidents came out of it. For iInhn- 
stance, in the trenches you are hav- 
ing your tea when suddenly the sen- 
try yells “duck,” and you duck, as flat 
as you can get, and if your canteen 
falls off the fire step and sends a 
stream of hot sticky liquid down the 
back of your neck, lie still and swear, 
then “bang” and up again and carry 
on and allow me to say, it’s jolly bad 
form to question a sentry till after, 
not to speak of the danger. 

Or again, you may be walking 
peacefully along and hear the planer- 
like whine of a shrapnel shell and 
down you go, mud or no mud. 

A month full of soft mud is pref, 
erable to a skin full of scrap iron. 

Once there were two men talking 
together, and one says, “I just got 
a package from home; if you'll get il 
we'll share it. It’s hidden in—’’ 

Just then an H. E. landed and the 
speaker was scattered in fairly small 
bits over his comrades and the scen- 
ery while the other accumulated a 
scalp wound which rendered him un- 
conscious. His first words when he 
woke up were, “Where’s Murphy?” 
“Finished.” “God rest his soul. I 
wonder where he hid that package.” 

And one more. A great big raw- 
boned black Irishman was _ very 
soundly asleep on the floor of the 
trench when a shell burst and lifted 
him 8 feet in the air to the top of the 
parapet. He woke up, reached me- 
chanically for his pipe and when he 
found it was broken he swore won- 
drously and went back to sleep. 

I only had one man blown over me, 
a fellow named Conroy. He was 
standing talking to another man and 
myself when a shrapnel] bullet caught 
him in the head and scattered his 
brains on my face. It was exceeding- 
ly awkward, as there was no way to 
wash, and J had to carry part of him 
around until I got my tea ration when, 
of course, I washed him off with that. 


THE NIGHT 
ATTACK. 


Now in the Mediterranean when 
the moon is up its light is sufficient 
to read by. But when it is dark it is 
so dark you might as well have no 
eyes, 

Well, on one of those nights when 
the moon was due about 11 o'clock, 
we had the word to “stand to” at 8 
o’clock as the enemy was going to 
make a general attack all along the 
left of the line about moonrise. Now 
the left of the line was held as I said 
from the left to right by the 29th 
(line) Division, 10th (Irish) Division, 
an Anzac division and a division of 
Gurkhas, with the lith (English and 
Territorial) Division and one divi- 
sion of Anzacs in reserve. 

So about 7:45 we “stood to,” bayo- 
nets fixed, 350 rounds of ammunition 
in belts and on parapets. The bomb- 
ers in position, the star shell people 
ready and everyone praying for light 
or swearing at the darkness, and a 
sort of hum of talk as the men dis- 
cussed the ranges and point of aim.

For hours afterward we were forced | 
to Msten to the screams and wails of 
the maimed and dying, and that con- | 
tinuous call, “Allah!

There is a rustle as the men cranc 
and stretch, trying to see through 
that impenetrable blanket of night 
whether the line still holds.

The sound gets nearer and now 
we can see the blue lights going: up 
and the flicker of rifles on our right, 
while ours are coming into action: 
it gets nearer and nearer until we are 
in it; blue lights going up to light the 
ground—a veritable hail of bullets 
striking our parapets.

But Germany was doing more than 
poisoning the Turkish mind; she was 
appropriating Turkey’s military re- 
sources. I have already described 
how, in January, 1914, the kaiser had 
taken over the Turkish army and re- 
habilitated it in preparation for the 
European war. He now proceeded to 
do the same thing with the Turkish 
navy. In August Wangenheim boasted 
to me that, “We now control the Turk- 
ish army and navy.” At the time the 
Goeben and Breslau arrived an English 
mission, headed by Admiral Limpus, 
was hard at work restoring the Turk- 
ish navy. Soon afterward Limpus and 
his associates were unceremoniously

“Why not osientatiously visit Rob-| (To Be Continued Next Week.) 
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On Board H. M. 8. Danae, off Har- 
wich, November 20.—I have been 
privileged to witness the first scene 
in the last act of the great drama of 
the destruction of German sea pow- 
er. From the bridge of the light 
cruiser Danae, commissioned only six 
months ago, and the very latest thing 
in her class of ship, I have seen the 
first twenty German submarines 
craw] into a British harbor like whip- 
ped dogs with their tails between 
their legs and surrender to the might 
of Britain. In this I have seen the 
first, or almost the first, visible sign 
of the work of the great British navy, 
the silent service, now greater and 
infinitely more powerful than it was 
four years ago when the comic opera 
kaiser was posing as the “Admiral 
of the Atlantic” began his effort to 
wrest the trident from its grasp. To- 
day the British navy grips the trident 
more firmly than ever and the “Ad- 
miral of the Atlantic” is a cowering 
fugitive in Holland. 


SILENT SERVICE 
BRITISH NAVY. 


Today, if ever, the British navy lived 
up to its reputation as the silent serv- 
ice. One would have expected a riot 
of joyful noise as the beaten enemy 
crawled into this British port of Har- 
wich which for four years has borne 
some of the heaviest of the anti-sub- 
marine work. One looked for salutes 
from the hundreds of great guns on 
the ships in the harbor and in the 
forts on the beach, for cheers from 
the’ sailors and from the populace 
ashore, for at least a display of flags 
and bunting, but anyone who expected 
those demonstrations were disap- 
pointed. The submarines have done 
their murderous work silently and 
they have been fought silently and 
doggedly by the might of Britain. 

Today they made their submission 
in silence so deep that it was con- 
temptuous. Not a gun was fired, not 
a siren blown, not a rag of bunting 
was displayedgpxcept the white en- 
sign, thé war flag of the British navy 
flying proudly at the peak on each of 
the ships which went out to meet the 
beaten enemy. 

I came on board The Danae last 
night and at 4 o’clock this morning 
was awakened and informed that we 
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were about to weigh anchor. We 
were then lying about twenty miles 
outside Harwich and had twenty 
miles more to go to the rendezvous 
given by Admiral Beatty a few days 
ago when he handed the German rep- 
resentatives their orders for surren- 
der. It was a beautiful starlit night, 
a couple of hours before the first 
streaks of dawn appeared on the hori- 
zon. 

The first in line of the “welcoming” 
party was Rear Admiral Sir Reginald 
Tyrwhitt’s flagship the Curacoa. Then 
came the Danae, the Coventry, the 
Centaur, towing an immense kite bal- 
loon, and the Dragon. All these are 
new ships of the light cruiser class, 
not one of them more than two years 
old. We were accompanied by eight- 
een destroyers, also all new ships and 
a magnificent sight the flotilla made 
with every ship showing its naviga- 
tion lights and some of them a blaze 
of light from the port holes.

Standing on the bridge of the Danae 
beside Captain T. E. Wardle, who 
commanded the Alcantara in her fa- 
mous fight with the German raider 
Grieff off the Orkneys in February, 
1915, in which both ships were sunk, 
we strained our eyes for the first ap- 
pearance on the horizon of the “en- 
emy.” Just as the first rosy streaks 
of dawn were seen a quartermaster 
standing beside me turned to the cap- 
tain and reported a ship on the port 
bow. She turned out to be a Dutch 


enerchantman—“the first Dutchman 


I have seen in these waters for four 
years,” said Captain Wardle. A few 


But the officers did not real-! minutes 


later another ship was re 
ported on the starboard quarter and 
then a second. For some minutes we 
were in doubt. Then “submarine on 
the starboard quarter,” and a minute 
later “another submarine” solved our 
doubts. The enemy was coming in 
to surrender. The: first two ships 
were his transports which tonight 
took the German crews back to Ger- 
many. 


HUNS SHOW YELLOW 
STREAK AT LAST. 


One after another in perfect line 
the submarines appeared and we 
counted until twenty had come into 
sight. Every submarine’s deck was 
crowded with’ men. “The whole lot, 
by George,” said an officer for it has 
been arranged that the U-boats shall 
be surrendered at the rate of twenty 
a day. Not a Hun commander had 


had the courage to sink his boat or 
blow himself up. 

Then came the most 
part of the whole ceremony. There 
was no exchange of courtesies. The 
submarines flew no flag. Only one, 
the leader. Only one signal was sent 
indicate to his fellows that he was 
the leader. Only one signal was sen¢ 
and that was the strictly official mes- 
sage from the admiral’s flagship ‘“‘pro- 
ceed in accordance with instructions 
previously given.” Our flotilla wheel- 
ed round, and the Dragon took the 
lead with the two Germans escort 
ships following and the long line of 
submarines with the destroyers rang: 
ed up on each side of them and the 
Curacoa, Coventry, Centaur and 
Danae closing the procession. 

The submarines arrived at 7:10 
a. m., about ten minutes after the 
appointed time, and at a point about 
five miles east of the rendezvous. 

On the way back to the harbor the 
only communication between the Ger- 
mans and their masters was a plea. 
The submarine leader a few minutes 
after the start wigwagged the follow- 
ing message, “Slowlier please. My 
hindermen cannot keep speed.” No 
reply was given but speed was re- 
duced. 

Just outside the gateships at the 
entrance to Harwich harbor the sec- 
ond scene took place. Motor launches 
darted out and went from submarine 


to submarine placing British crews 
aboard them and the Germans with 
the exception of the engine room

up on the decks. Here arose the firs 
slight hitch, We noticed a signal 
from the leading submarine and as it 
was spelled out we learned that fhe 
British officer in command was re: 
porting to the admiral that the Ger- 
mans wished to leave thelr boats here 
and be transferred to their own 
transports. The request met with a 
curt and stern refusal. The British 
navy knows the Hun and was taking 
no chances. If there were any booby 
traps in the U-boats timed to go off 
on the way up the harbor, the Ger- 
mans would have the full benefit of 
them. \ 

Each German -commander by the 
way was compelled to sign a certiff- 


cate that no such traps existed and 


that his boat was in good order. 


PROTESTED AGAINST 
REFLECTION ON “HONOR.” 


Most of them acquiesced sullenly, 
some protested against this reflection 
on their honor, but all signed. The 
bearing of both officers and men 
when the British crews came aboard 
varied greatly. Most of the officers 
and some of the men were sullen and 


downcast. One or two officers actual- 
ly shed tears, but in more than one 
case the officer came forward with 
hand outstretched and a smile on his 
face evidently expecting to be receiv- 
ed as an honorable foe. He was not. 


‘The attitude of both British officers 


and men was coldly polite and nothing 
more. Some of the men among the 
submarine crews seemed to regard 
whole thing as a joke. 

They smiled, waved their arms, and 
shouted messages to the newspaper 
photographers who came alongside in 
launches, 

Finally when all the boats. .had been 
taken over, the white ensign was 
hoisted on them and they were taken 
up the harbor with the German crews 
all on deck and were moored to buoys 
in the river Stour. Only when they 
were safely moored were the Germans 
transferred to their transports. Twen- 
ty more of their fellow will follow 
every day for nearly a week and to- 
morrow the big ships of the High 
Seas Fleet will be turned over to Ad- 
miral Beatty in the North Sea. That 
surrender may be more striking in its 
pageantry but today’s is the more sig- 
nificant. The sneaking submarine on 
which Germany relied to win the war 
have sneaked into a British harbor 
like the beaten curs that they are, 
and like sullen curs they are chained 
up where they can do no more harm.

Painter of Naval Surrender

London, November 23.—It is not dif: | 
ficult to predict what will be, if not 
“the” picture at the Royal Academy, 
London, next spring, certainly one of 
those that will attract the biggest 
crowds. It will be the canvas for 
which Sir John Lavery, the famous 
British portrait and naval painter, sit- 
ting in Sir David Beatty’s cabin on 
H. M. S. “Queen Elizabeth” this week, 
made his studies, and which, when 
completed, will reproduce the historic 
scene during the conference with the 
German delegates at which arrange- 
ménts for the surrender of the Ger- 
man fleet were made. 

Sir John Lavery, already known as 
“the king’s portrait painter,” and per- 
haps even more’renowned throughout 
Europe than in his own country, 
which is frequently the last to recog- 
nize its great art masters, was com- 
missioned by the Admiralty to perpe- 
tuate on canvas the most momentous 
naval conference in history. He was 
present in the fore-cabin of big “Liz- 
zie,” during the whole of the sitting, 
and painted a finished study of the 
scene which will serve as the basis 
for the big picture which he hopes, 
he told me yesterday, on his return 
from the Grand Fleet, to complete 
during the next few months. 

The picture was painted in an al- 
most artificial light, as there was very 
little daylight owing to the fog. There 
will be fifteen figures in the picture, 
including the five German delegates. 
Sir David Beatty, Admiral Sir Charles 
Madden, Admiral Brock, Vice-Admiral 
Sir Montague Browning, Rear-Admiral 
*Sir Reginald Tyrwhitt, Commodore 
Brand, and the captain of H. M. S. 
Queen Elizabeth, with two naval sec- 
retaries and a naval interpreter. In 
painting the study Sir John Lavery 
concentrated especially upon the Ger- 
man delegates. as it will not be pos- 
sible to get further sittings from 
them. If the picture is ready in time 
it will be exhibited at the Royal Acad- 
emy next year. 


While he was with the fleet Sir 
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John Lavery also painted a nocturne 
of the arrival of the German deleggtes 
on board the quarter-deck of H. M. S. 
Queen Elizabeth. 


Of the celebrities who were thus 
gathered together in Britain’s largest 
battleship, the artist himself is by no 
means the least striking, consider him 
from what point of view you will. 
The story of his career reads like a 
novelist’s imaginings. Today the fa- 
vorite artist of British royalty, his 
first job, was that of a “checker” in 
the coal office of an English railway. 
After that, penniless, he painted pic- 
tures in chalk on the sidewalks in 
Glasgow. He was the close friend of 
Roden, who presented to him some 
of his choicest works. A painting of 
King George and Queen Mary, from 
Lavery’s brush, is in the National Gal- 
lery, London, and other works of his 
are prized possessions of the Pina- 
kothk, Munich, the National Galleries 
of Rome, Berlin, Dublin and Paris, the 
Philadelphia and Luxembourg. gal- 
leries, and others at Venice, Mann- 
heim, Leipzig, New South Wales, San- 
tiago de Chile and Buenos Ayres. 7 


No better evidence of his cosmo: 


politan fame could be adduced than 
the fact that in the Uffizi Gallery, 
Florence, there is his portrait, by 
himself. It is there by the express 
request of the Italian government, 
which also chose Sir John Lavery as 
one of the judges of the great art ex- 
hibition held at Venice. His “snow 
pictures,” done in Switzerland, are as 
renowned as their direct antithesis,— 
the studies he made during the four 
months which, in pre-war days he 
spent every year in Tangier, where 
the sea is as blue as turquoise and 
the shores of sunny Spain are faintly 
outlined against the cloudless sky. 


At the Royal Academy, London, 
each season, Sir John Lavery disputes 
with Sargent, the distinction of hav- 
ing produced “the picture of the year.” 
Among his other works are two won- 
derful pictures of Pavlova, in one of 
which, “La Mort du Cygne,” he has 
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caught the spirit of her famous dance 
with a perfection that arouses the 
enthusiasm of critics. 


ARTIST WAS 


RECENT KNIGHT. 

Now 62, he received a knighthood 
in the last New Year Honore. A 
Royal Academician he has been for 
long. Among his other advantages 
he counts that of having an American 
wife, who, before their marriage, in 
1910, was Hazel Martin of Chicago. 
Lady Lavery is a favorite in London's 
smartest circles, is extremely artistic, 
and has seldom failed the organizers 
of war charities. She is the subject 
of one of her husband’s finest paint- 
ings, “The Silver Turban,” and he 
also has painted her in bed—thereby 
considerably upsetting some _strait- 
laced persons. The Lavery’s liye in 
Cromwell Place, in the fashionable 
“S. W.” district of the metropolis, 
and it is there that the artist has his 
studio. It is a great brown room, 
with long curtains of deep peacock 
blue, a couple of Japanese screens, a 
grand piano, stacks of canvasses 
against the walls, and a couple of 
easels supporting the pictures on 
which the artist happens to be en- 
gaged. A final note of picturesque- 
ness is Sir John’s Moorish servant 
standing in the background, bearing 
a tea-tray. 

It takes a considerable flight of 
fancy to hark back to the humble sur- 
roundings, in Ireland, among which 
this great, self-made master of the 
brush was born and spent his early, 
poverty-stricken and, at first, deeply 
tragic days. He came into the werld 
in Belfast, where his father was a 
little tradesman who found it hard to 
make ends meet. When he was only 
three, his father made up his mind 
to seek better luck in the golden land 
—America. This design was quickly 
frustrated. The ship Pomona, carry- 
ing the Lavery family, with others, 
encountered, when but a few days out, 
a fierce storm which drove her dere- 


lict on the shores of Wexford, and 


though the others of the little Lavery 
family were saved, the dead body of 
the father was washed ashore. His 
wife, Mary, did not long survive him. 
A brief three months afterward she 
was dead—broken-hearted through 
grief. 


SAD BEGINNING 


OF GENIUS’ LIFE. 


This was a sad beginning to the life 
of a genius, but a good uncle came to 
little John Lavery’s Fvescue, and on 
this uncle’s County Arragh farm he 
lived for the next ten years or so, 
when he was passed oyer to the care 
of another relative in Saltcoats, Scot- 
land. Then came his first tussle with 
life as a youthful checker in the coal 
office of the Glasgow and South 
Western railway. Recording the num- 
ber of wagons and other mechanical 
work of the same kind was dreary 
beyond sufferance in its monotony. 
So young Lavery quit and took the 
“Queen’s shilling,” as it then was, to 
become a private in the 60th Rifles. 
Luckily for art, the British army re- 
fused John Lavery and the army’s re- 
jected is the world’s accepted. 

Utterly stranded as he was, the boy 
temporarily accepted defeat. He made 
an appeal to his kind-hearted uncle, 
Edward Lavery, and as a result mi- 


‘grated back to the farm. But not for 


long. He soon tired of its humdrum, 
and after enduring it for a couple of 
years went back to Glasgow, enriched 
with exactly $25. That sum repre- 
sented his future. In Glasgow Lav- 
ery arrived with his solitary five- 
pound banknote carelessly folded, so 
he told me, among some cigarette pa\ 
pers. And then he did a picturesque 
but exceedingly foolish thing. Stand- 
ing on the Clyde bridge at midnight, 
he deliberately threw the money into 
the river, so that he might begin life 
penniless! : 


SELECTED A “PITCH” 
ON STREET PAVEMENT. 


A few days afterward, having in- 


, 


vested in a box of colored chalk with 
a few pennies which he had managed 
to earn, he selected a “pitch”-on the 
pavement just opposite the Glasgow 
Stock exchange. There he daubed 
out a picture of Queen Mary retreat- 
ing from the battle of Langside. The 
brokers gathered to admire the 
sketch. They made candid remarks. 
One said: “Hoots, laddie, you’re do- 
ing brawly. I’m no sure that Queen 
Mary’s nose is right, and her horse 
looks unco’ like a cow, but you’re do- 
ing well,” and so passed on his way 
without loosening up so much as a 
copper. 

A few days mfterwards. came hope 
in a chariot. Lavery spotted an ad- 
vertisement for a photographer’s as- 
sistant. He applied for it and was 
engaged for three years. The salary 
was not. princely, being twenty 
pounds, then twenty-five and then 
thirty for each of his three years. So 
he settled down as retoucher and 
tinter, and with his first insight into 
art, he determined to go ahead to the 
full of his ambitious bent. And ahead 


fhe went, never sparing himself. Every 


moment of his spare time was spent 
at evening classes, plodding away. 
Then he added on early morning 
classes also, from 7 a: m. till 9, and 
with his first paint box began to 
paint two apples on a white cloth, 
lying near a metal plate. In the third 
year of his apprenticeship he had be- 
gun to send his pictures to various 
exhibitions, with the usual result— 
“Declined with thanks.” 


MADE CHANGE 
OF HIS MASTERS. 


Now came a change of masters. He 
went to a fresh photographer for an- 
other year as toucher and miniature 
worker. After that he determined to 
go on his own, so he shook hands 
with his employer. “Ah, you'll be 
glad enough to get back to me,” the 
latter prophesied, but the return thus 
prophesied has not yet taken place!, 


Lavery hung out his modest shingle, 
“Studio,” and painted unceasingly for 
some months. Patrons were not nu- 
merous, but one among them was 
never to be forgotten. He was an 
Irishman, one of the good old school. 
He wished to be painted as Napoleon 
Ill., and while the artist worked his 
sitter constituted himself his patron. 
even to the extent of taking him-to 
London in 1879. 


Those who had the acumen and 
fortune to pick up those early at- 
tempts of John Lavery must regard 
them in the light of his present fan 
as extraordinary investments. His 
first real success was in 1880, when 
he exhibited a picture at the Royal 
Glasgow institute and was delighted 
to sell it for $50. It is worth thou- 
sands now. 


With the passing of years came 
Many experiences—work at famous 
old Hetherley’s Art School, in 
Bloomsbury, London, the alma mater 
of so many famous British artists, 
study in Paris and life in the Latin 
Quarter, full, happy days at an art 
colony at Gres-sur-Loing and Montig- 
ny, more successes, and a return to 
Scotland to form one of the renowned 
Glasgow school of painters which in- 
cluded James Guthrie, W. Y. Mac. 
gregor and Joseph Crawhall. In Sir 
John Lavery’s London home, by the 
way, are to be seen some of the last 
named artist’s little known but mas- 
terly drawings. 

One of Sir John Lavery’s little 
idiosyncracies is an extreme dis- 
taste for having his photograph pub- 
lished. A striking one, showing him 


in his painting togs, was taken a few 


months ago but, on attempting to ob- 
tain it, I was told that its distinguish- 
ed subject had bought the negative 
and forbade further reproductions of 
it. So I am perforce illuetrating this 
article with an exceedingly life-like 
“Vanity Fair” cartoon of him by a 
clever draughtsman, Aleck P. Ritchie.
